Attemps will be made by the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company to-day to oper¬ 
ate city cars, each carrying from three 
to five patrolmen. A more determined 
effort to give service is the intention. 
Many reports to the effect that strike¬ 
breakers would be brought in were de¬ 
nied last night, the officials of the com¬ 
pany saying that they would endeavor 
to obtain men from the county and 
would not resort to the other methods 
of running cars unless after a trial of 
several days the one decided upon 
proved ineffectual. Some service was 
given on several of the main lines yes¬ 
terday until noon, but the company 
took all cars off then because of the 
noisy' and menacing crowds of men 
and boys which thronged the streets, 
threatening the car crews, blockading 
tracks and often becoming violent. 
Police protection offered the company 
could not be used because no men were 
on hand to take out cars. Several ar¬ 
rests of strikers were made.

J. T. Funk, gupertntendent of the 
Louisville Railway Company, said last 
night that another attempt would be 
•made to operate city cars for the ac¬ 
commodation of the public to-day. He 
declined to Mate the exact hour at 
which the attempt would be made, but 
said It would be good daylight. When 
asked how many cars would bo put In 
operation, and on what lines, Mr. Funk 
said that he was unable to answer the 
question, as he had not yet decided 
the matter himself. He sold that It de¬ 
pended largely on circumstances and 
the success attending those who take 

out the first oars.

Police On All Cars. 


•We shall adopt the plan to-morrow 
that we tried this afternoon." said Mr. 
Funk, "that of having policemen aboard 
every car that leaves our barns.

*Tt may moan." he continued, "that 
many railroads will pass Into the hands 
of receivers unless these penalties are 
modified. 

"For the seven months of the present 
fiscal year the Seaboard Air Line has 
not been able to make expenses and 
meet tho Interest on bonds. This has 
been true of the Atlanta and Birming¬ 
ham division of the Seaboard since it 
was opened for service three years ago. 
This Is the road In which there Is no 
watered stock." 

Mr. Garrett said antagonism of the 
people was responsible for these con¬ 
ditions. He sold the Seaboard had not 
considered curtailing its train service, 
but it would be impossible to make any 
improvements whatever.

FIRED ON BY JUNE 


London, Ky., March 11.—[Special.]— 
Harvey Rowe, a four-yeax-old boy, 
shot and killed Mrs. Bettie Griffin with 
a 45-call ber revolver at the home of 
the child, at Altamont, this county, to¬ 
day. No one save the young woman 
and the little boy were present, and U 
Is not definitely known whether the 
shcotlng was Intentional or not. The 
child says it was an accident 

Mrs. Griffin, who lived some hours 
after she w r as shot, told before she died 
that the little boy loaded the revolver 
and paid he was going out in the yard 
to shoot a chicken, and that when she 
protested against this he turned on her, 
saying "Lookout," and fired. 

The ball passed through the right leg 
just above the knee and the woman 
died from loss of blood. The ball, after 
passing through her leg. struck the old 
house dog. killing him Instantly. The 
•boy Is a son of William Rowe, who Is 
a coal miner. Mr. Row’e’s wife died 
some weeks ago, and the Griffin woman, 
who lived in Rockcastle county, had 
come to keep house for the family.

At tho L and N. shop* in South Lou¬ 
isville fully fifty vehicles of various 
descriptions were In waiting for tho 
men who were willing to pay a small 
consideration to bo taken to their 
homes. However, many of the em¬ 
ployes at the shops live In the vicinity 
of their work and the lack of cars did 
not inconvenience them. 

The carriage companies, in fact any 
one Who could fix up any kind of a 
vehicle, yesterday reaped a harvest. In 
the business center of the city hun¬ 
dreds of wagons with chairs, benches 
or straw’, were in waiting at stores and 
offices for the patronage the owners 
knew’ w’ould be accorded when closing 
time came. Many of these vehicles 
made trips to, Crescent Hill, the High¬ 
lands and South Louisville and a fee 
of from twenty-five to fifty cents was 
aharged for the service. On© team¬ 
ster, who made nearly a dozen trips 
to South Louisville during the day. 
said that he had cleared over $30 for 
his day’s work. 

Express wagons with rows of benches 
carried people from Fourth and Wal¬ 
nut streets 4ast night to various sec¬ 
tions of the city. The wagons b:gan 
making the trips shortly after 5 o’clock 
and continued their activity until after 
the theaters were out. A charge of

A Jefferson -street and East Broad¬ 
way ear. eastbound. was stopped by 
the Mine mob at 3 o’clock, shortly after 
the police had left the ^v>ne; As the 
car mado its way post the freight de¬ 
pot of the Pennsylvania lines the car 
tracks were obstructed by numerous 
teams anil hundreds of men and boys, 
and although there were tw’o patrolmen 
on the car several windows were brok¬ 


en. and finally the trolley rope was cut 
and the controller to the motor stolen. 

As soon ns the car stopped it wns 
completely surrounded by Idle men. 
Several strikers pulled the motor man 
from his platform. Thay shouted and 
yelled at hdm and urged him to givo 
up his car and come with them. Boys 
am! men In the crowd took up the cry. 
Persons not concerned In the strike 
made most of the noise, while two or 
three striking carmen argued with the 
motorman.

1*11 have to take the oar 
to the barn." 

"T^eavc the d— car where It Is. Let 
It go to 1>—. We'll think Just as much 
of you. Come on and* sign up. That’s 
the only thing to do," shouted the va¬ 
rious men who were trying to persuade 
the motorman to leave his car and Join 
the union on the ground. 

At the rear of the car the conductor 
was trying to climb to the roof to put 
the trolley on. A woman grabbed his 
feet us he was trying to raise himself. 
She said nothing to the conductor, hut 
every time he tried to cllmib higher she 
managed to prevent him. 

"Oh, come on," the crowd yelled. 
"Can’t a woman persuade you to give 
up your car? Don’t be a scab.” 

In tbe meantime the controller of 
the motor had been stolen, and the con¬ 
ductor finally succeeded In getting the 
trolley on the wire. The motorman 
then turned on the power with the aid 
of a monkey wrench which he had In 
his pocket. Neither man would commit 
himself In regard to going with the 
strikers. One of the two policemen on 
the car said:

NO EFFORT TO REVIVE IT. 


Indianapolis, Tnd., March 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The pracUcal end of the slxty- 
llfth General Assembly came unusual¬ 
ly early, at 5 o’clock, this afternoon 
when the House adjourned without 
day. leaving only the Senate In session 
attending to a few odds and ends of 
its unfinished legislation. 

The adjournment put an end to all 
doubt as to the fate of the Farber 
Insurance Bill and the Metropolitan 
Police BUI, which continue dead from 
the veto of Gov. Hanly. No attempt 
was made during the after non to re¬ 
vive either one of these bills. There 
was a rumor that the Democrats would 
hold up the Appropriation Bill in an¬ 
other attempt to do something toward 
reviving the Metropolitan Police BUI, 
but when the amended bill came from 
the Senate the amendments were con¬ 
curred in without a, protest. 

Mosers. Kelley and Grelger were on 
their feet at the same time to make 
the motion to adjourn. The Speaker 
recognized Kelley and the motion pre¬ 
vailed. It Is usual for the session to 
continue until midnight of the final 
ilay. but after the adjournment of the 
House the Senate also came to final 
adjournment about 6 o’clock. 

The Senate mode a number of in¬ 
crease h in the appropriations. The 
salaries of Judges of the Superior 
Courts, as may; be required by law to 
be paid out of the State Treasury, were 
increased frdm $40,000 to $47,000. An 
appropriation of $12,000 or as much 
of that sum as Is necessary, was adopt¬ 
ed for payment on the balance due for 
the General Assembly. 

The salaries of the foreman of the 
Ftatehouse Janitors and three police¬ 
men were Increased from $840 to $000 
a year. The salary of the chief clerk 
of vital statistics of the State Board 
of Health was Increased from $1,200 to 
$1,500 a year and the amount for use 
in office expenses, Impure food pre¬ 
vention of contagious diseases, etc., 
was increased from $10,000 to $l4,00o a 
year. The salary of the clerk of the 
Railroad Commission was increased 
from $1,200 to $1,800 a year. 

An appropriation of $300 was added 
for the State Historical Society for the 
preservation of historical pai>ers. An 
appropriation was made of $25,000 for 
the State of Indiana to secure a build¬ 
ing and make an exhibit at the James¬ 
town Exposition.

INDICTMENTS ORDERED. 


Anderson Grand Jury Instructed To 
Find Bills Against the 
Railroads. 


Lttwrenoeburg. Ky.. March 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The March term of the Anderson 
Circuit Court opened here at 10 o’clock 
this morning, with Judge Frank Peake, 
of Shelbyvilie, presiding. The charge to 
the grand Jury dwelt at length upon 
Involuntary homicide, and said if any 
employe of any railroad or manufactur¬ 
ing establishment had been killed 
through the negligence of those In 
charge to Indict them, as that was the 
only way to break it up. 

The cases of Noel Gaines agiiinst 
Percy Haly, the Kentucky Publishing 
Company and W. P. Walton for dam¬ 
ages of $50,000 for alleged libel, will be 
called first on Tuesday’s docket. These 
oases have attracted much attention 
over the State, and It Is understood that 
both side* will be ready for trial upon 
call in the morning.

SUCCUMBS AT EIGHTY-SEVEN. 


DAY SPENT IN ARGUMENT. 


New York, March 11.—On the first day 
of the State’s case in rebuttal at the 
trial of Harry K. Thaw, District At¬ 
torney Jerome to-day came to a tem¬ 
porary standstill against the practically 
solid wall the rules of evidence have 
built around the story of Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw. 

Mr. Jerome began to attack this story 
na soon its court whs opened. There 
ensued a well nigh ceaseless battle be¬ 
tween the prosecutor and Delphin M. 
Delmas, the leading counsel for the 
defense, at the end of which Justice 
Fitzgerald upheld the rule laid down 
at the beginning of the trial—that 
young Mrs. Thaw’s story was admlss- 
able only os tending to show the effect 
it might have had in unbalancing the 
defendant’s mind and that Its truth or 
falsity is not material. 

Mr. Jerome tried to avoid this rule 
by declaring he was endeavoring merely 
to show by Inference—by circumstantial 
evidence as to facts and details In tho 
story—that Mrs. Thaw could not pos¬ 
sibly have told the story to her hus¬ 
band. Although he will doubtless be 
blocked by the same rule when the 
time comes, it Is paid the District At¬ 
torney may attempt In the same way 
to prove an alibi for Stanford White 
on the night he is alleged to have mal¬ 
treated young Miss Nesbit.

Delmas Wins Every Point. 


Nine-tenths of to-day’s sessions were 
spent in argument and In nearl) r every 
instance when the smoke of conflict 
cleared away Mr. Delmas had won his 
point as to the law. while Mr. Jerome 
In the very argument Itself had got 
before the Jury a perfect knowledge as 
to what his witness would have testi¬ 
fied to had he been permitted, live Dis¬ 
trict Attorney called ten witnesses' 
during the day, but aside from draw¬ 
ing from the State’s eye-witnesses to 
the tragedy the opLnlon that Thaw 
seemed rational the night ho shot and 
killed Stanford White, little headway 
w as made. 

Summoning all his forces in rebuttal. 
Mr. Jerome decided to open fight 
upon the defense by attacking the story 
told the jury by Evelyn Nesbit Thaw.

Mr. Del¬ 
mas objected to questions along the 
line under the professional privilege of 
lawyer and client, but before Justice 
Fitzgerald sustained the objection and 
ruled out the evidence, Mr. Jerome de¬ 
clared: "The atoty of the girl tied to 
the bedpost and whipped by Thaw is 
the itory of Ethel Thomas. This poor 

girl Is now* dead.”

told her story to Thaw In Paris in 

ms.” • 

Justice Fitzgerald here sustained the 
objection Interposed by the defense. 

When lute In the afternoon, Mr. Je¬ 
rome called James Clinch Smith, a 
brother-in-law of Stanford White’s, to 
the stand, another long argument en¬ 
sued. Mr. Smith was on Madison Square 
roof garden the night of the tragedy. 
He knew Thaw and spoke with hlin 
that evening. He said Thaw stood In 
the aisle a minute or moment after 
reaching his seat, looked over the aud¬ 
ience intently. 

Mr. Delmas objected to this and It 
was stricken out of the record. The 
attorney for the defense also objected 
to Mr. Smith’s testifying at all. say¬ 
ing he should have been produced dur. 
Ing the presentation of the ca«e In 
chief. Mr. Jerome said Smith was In 
Europe when the State’s case firot was 
presented. He threw himself upon the 
discretion of the court and the matter 
was pending when adjournment until 
to-morrow morning was ordered.

It Is the universal 
desire of the people of the United States 
that you may so progress In prosperity 
as to demonstrate your capacity for self- 
government

The .^tv- 
ices will be conducted by tho Rev. C. R 
Allen The burial will be in Eastern 
cemetery.

Bowling Green. Ky.. March 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—In the suit of Dr. W. It. Rubel 
against the State Board of Health, to 
make permanent the injunction re¬ 
straining the board from revoking his 
license to practice medicine, came up 
here on a demurrer to the Jurisdiction 
filed by the Board of Health, it being 
claimed that the suit should have been 
brought In Jefrenv%n Instead of In this 
county.

through a letter from the mother of 
Eddlngs alt Fulton, Ky. 

Mrs. Eddlngs asks that the death of 
her mm be investigated, and says that 
she cannot conceive of his ever having 
gone Into a fight, especially a fight 
with knives and to the death. The 
mother says she was of the opinion that 
ler son was still in St. Louis, where 
te wem from Chicago, eight years ago. 
and where he Hved with an uncle whose 
name or address she has neglected to 
give the police. 

It is understood that Bddings. or 
Carr, sold papery on the streets of 8t. 
Louis for a time. The penknife duel In 
which ‘Eddings w’as killed by Murphy 
was fierce. There had been a disagree¬ 
ment between the two in a boarding 
house and Eddlngs pulled a murderous 
penknife and limping toward “Peg L^g” 
shouted: *T>raw your steel, Peg, it’s 
you or me now.” 

The two cripples clinched, each seek¬ 
ing to grasp the other's krrife handle. 
There was one minute of jabbing and 
thrusting, then Bddings fell to the floor 
stabbed through the heart, while “Peg 
Leg” slipped away In the darkness and 
has not yet been found.

Puerto Cortez, Honduras. March 7.— 
Via New’ Orleans. March II.—The fol¬ 
lowing telegrams describing the fight¬ 
ing of the last two days betw’een Hon¬ 
duras and Nicaragua w'ere received 
here to-day: 

“San Pedro Sul. March 6.—An ex¬ 
ploring party of Honduras troops at¬ 
tacked the enemy to-day In consider¬ 
able numbers at Namasique, captur¬ 
ing three advanced position*, dislodg¬ 
ing them from the town and driving 
them from the vicinity. The losses of 
the Nicaraguan forces were numerous, 
for in their flight they presented a dis¬ 
organized mass which made* a good tar¬ 
get for the Honduras troops.” 

The following details of the battle 
of Old DepLlto have arrived here: 

"Pal'Ace, Tegucigalpa, March 4.—Gen. 
Emlllano Chomorro obtained yesterday 
the first victory over the army. About 
5:30 o’clock In the afternoon he attack¬ 
ed Old Depllto, where the Nicaraguans 
hart 400 men. and completely defeated 
them, taking fifty prisoner* and captur¬ 
ing cannon, rifles and ammunition and 
eirrht mules.” J

According to the American statistics 
for the year 1D06, fourteen shipping com¬ 
panies were engaged In tho passenger 
traffic across the Atlantic.

Of these 82 per cent, 
were steerage passengers. 11H per cent, 
second-class, and 6V4 per cent, first-class 
cabin passengers. Among these four¬ 
teen shipping companies are five, which 
are already distinguished from the rest 
by the fact that, besides running their 
principal line of steamer* from the home 
port (Hamburg, Bremen, Liverpool and 
Glasgow), they maintain also a regular 
connection between on<* or more Medlter- 
r&neaiT porta and tho United Slates. 
More than 100.000 passengers each have 
been carried westward across the ocean 
by only four of these companies. The 
Hamburg-AmerlcAn Line, 185,089 persons; 
the North German Lloyd. 175.523; the 
Cunartl Line. 139,992, ami tho White Star 
Line,| 102,568. The superior position of 
the two German lines, os compared with 
their two strongest English rivals, show** 
Itself In ail classes of the passenger traf¬ 
fic; moat of all. however, In tho figure* 
for the secoud-cJaas cabin. The percent¬ 
age of the entire traffic for tho different 
classes was for the two Gorman compa¬ 
nies. 85 4-5 for tho first-class, exactly 
the same for the second-class, and 30 
for the steerage. The two main En¬ 
glish lines had together 27 4-5 per cent, 
of the entire traffic for the first-class. 24 
for the second-class, and 20 per cent for 
the steerage. Thus they came behind the 
German line* in the first-class by 8, in the 
steerage by 1(\ and In tho second-class 
by 11 4-5 per cent. The Gorman compa¬ 
nies have provldod special traveling com¬ 
forts in their second-class cabins for fam¬ 
ilies of moderate means who h^ve to 
cross the ocean, and this Is attracting 
passengers to them In ever-increasing 
numbers. How far the above-mentioned 
four lines outdistance their remaining ten 
competitor* Is shown by the following 1 
figures: The first-class passengers by 
these ten companies. together, only | 
amounted to 36 2-5 per cent., or little 
more than went by the two Geramn lines i 
alone; the second - class passengers 
amounted to 40 1-5 per cent., and the 
steerage passengers to 50 per cent, of 
the total traffic. These figures are con¬ 
clusive evidence that well-to-do passen¬ 
gers prefer the most modern and best- 
appointed liners. — [Continental corre¬ 
spondence.

Charged With Cutting Ropes. 

Charged with cutting trolley ropes 
and throwing bricks through window s., 
Robert Brasheur and William Cook, 
both striking conductors, were arrest¬ 
ed by Capt. Jacobs at Fourth avenue 
and Bloom street at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning. These men were the first to 
be arrested for interfering with the run¬ 
ning of cars, and both were charged 
with disorderly conduct. They w*ere 
presented in the Police Court, and their 
cases were continued to March 15. Their 
bond was fixed at $25 *aeh, which was 
furnished by William Jacofcs. a city em¬ 
ploye. who lives at 1417 West Chestnut 
street. 

During his alleged operations on the 
car Cook cut an artery in his left w:lst. 
which bled profusely. Before he was 
taken to Jail he was token to the car 
barn at Fourth avenue and C street, 
where he received surgical attention. 
He saJd that he cut his wrist accident¬ 
ally on a window', which, he asserted, 
was smashed by somebody else, though 
the street car people say that he sus¬ 
tained his w'ound while attempting to 
break the airbrake reservoir.

As the lieutenant reached the wheels 
of the wagon and was about to climb 
to the seat where Schell had perched 
himself, the driver turned on the wa¬ 
ter, and the officer got a good ducking. 
He just let the water fall, while he 
pulled Schell from the seat, and. with 
Patrolman Lawier. took him to the sta- 
tlonhouse.

Dorsey Is 
charged with obstructing a street rail¬ 
road and is said to have been the leader 
of a crow’d of men who stopped the 
Pleasure Ridge car at Fourteenth street 
and Broadway and ran It to the Eight¬ 
eenth-street car barn. After the arrest 
of Dorsey the crowd of men scattered. 
Samuel L. Wilson, president of the 
newly-formed union of the street car 
employes, signed Dorset’s bond of $25 
and the latter was released.

A mob at Fifteenth and Chestnut 
streets at 11 o’ciock yesterday prevent¬ 
ed Capt. Samuel Ow'ens. of the Seventh 
district, from arresting a negro coal 
driver for the Union Coal Company, 
who had driven his cart on the car rails 
and refused to move. Capt. Owens 
started to mount the wagon to place 
the negro under arrest, but the negro 
resisted and made his escape through 
the crowd. The cart, which had block¬ 
aded truffle, was then removed by the 
police and the cars allowed to pass. 
The crow'd yelled and hooted at the po¬ 
lice.

A crowd of strikers at Shelby and 
Kentucky streets started at 8 o'clock 
last night to pile old barrels, boxes 
and miscellaneous lumber across the 
tracks, but some of the police of the 
First district dispersed the crowd and 
cleared away the debris.

Boys Throw a Switch. 


At Twenty-eighth street and Green¬ 
wood avenue, a lot of boy sympathiz¬ 
ers got busy at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning and threw the switch on the 
Greenwood-avenue line, but the motor- 
man checked his car in time, other- 
wire a serious accident might have re¬ 
sulted. There were but a few passen¬ 
gers on the car, artd they were shaken 
up some as the motorman quickly ap¬ 
plied his brake. A crowd of the strik¬ 
ers assembled at this point refused to 
allow* the car to proceed until they 
were dispersed by the police. 


Broadw*ay cars were stopped and so at 
Fourth avenue and Chestnut street.

Czpt. Jacobs Mi3quct:d. 


A Fourth-avenue car was stopped In 
front of the Church of the Messiah at 
noon yesterday and ^he conductor and 
motorman were chased into the office 
of Dr. J. B. Marvin, pursued by a mob 
of strikers and strike sympathizers. The 
conductor and motorman pushed open 
the door of Dr. Marvin’s office and 
slammed it shut in the face of their 
pursuers, who were at the door and 
trying to push their way Into the office, 
yelling “Scab” and other epithets. 

Dr. Marvin at first could not under¬ 
stand the cause of the commotion and 
went into his office to see what the 
trouble was and arrived in time to keep 
the mob from pushing Into the office in 
search of the car men. In the mean¬ 
time someone had called for the police, 
and on their arrival the crowd quickly 
dispersed, the conductor and motorman 
having escaped through the stable In 
the rear of Dr. Marvin's residence and 
disappeared. 

Dr. Marvin said that the two men 
were badly scared when they came into 
the office and told him that the crowd 
outside were trying to murder them. 

• • • 

Started Car On Its Way. 


Surrounding the car on all sides a 
crowd of strikers and their adherents 
held up a westbound East. Broadway 
and West Jefferson-street car at First 
street and Broadway yesterday after¬ 
noon. and permitted the car to go ahead 
only after they had exacted promises 
from the motorman and conductor that 
they would quit their positions and 
would run the car into the bam at 
once. Though the strikers and their 
sympathizers did the carmen do bodily 
harm, they made such threats that the 
men were frightened Into giving their 
promises, and the car Immediately was 
reversed and taken to the car barn. 
Several of the strikers accompanied the 
motorman and conductor to within a 
short distance of the barn. 

The Incident occurred at 12:30 o’clock. 
The strikers and their adherents began 
to assemble at First street and Broad¬ 
way long before the hour of attack. 
When the car appeared in sight coming 
down Broadway more than three hun¬ 
dred men had assembled at the corner, 
and when the car was within a square 
of them they spread across the street, 
making it Impossible for the car to pass 
without running down one or more of 
them. The car was in charge of T. B. 
Hawkins, motorman, and J. A. Gibson, 
conductor. 

• • • 

Forced To Return Car To Barn. 


When the motorman saw the attack 
that was intended upon them he slewed 
down, but attempted to forge hls^vay 
through the crowd. Before he succeed¬ 
ed. however, several members of the 
mob jumped on the car and seized the 
controller from his hands. The strikers 
told the rnon on the car that they would 
be unmolested If they agreed to quit 
their rosUlons and run the cat back .to 


At Seventeenth and Jefferson streets, 
one of the car# of the East Broadway 
and Jefferson-street line was stopped 
by a crowd of strikers shortly after 2 
o’clock and the men In charge of the 
car were pulled into the street. One 
of the crowd then jumped on the front 
platform, set the car in motion and 
Jumped off. The car, with no one to 
guide Its course, sped at a rapid rate 
for a distance of about a block, gain¬ 
ing momentum with every second. The 
trolley wheel slipped from the wire and 
the car soon came to a standstill. 

• « • 

Two Employes Injured. 


Several attempts at violence were 
made during the morning by strikers 
along the East Chestnut and West Jef¬ 
ferson-street line. On Chestnut street 
below Ele\enth, crowds of strikers and 
their friends were congregated at al¬ 
most every crossing, nnd as the cars 
approached the barn at Twenty-fifth 
and Chestnut streets, the demonstra¬ 
tion became more noisy. Numerous 
attempts were made to pull the men in 
charge of the cars from their stations, 
and in one or two instances these tac¬ 
tics were successful. One motorman 
received a cut on the forehead from 
a stone, while another, in arguing with 
a striker for the possession of a brass 
controlling lever, was struck over the 
cheek with It, sustaining an ugly 
bruise. However, he retained posses¬ 
sion of the lever, and, when he reached 
the barn, he laid off duty for the rest 
of the day.

Food For Strikers. 


TWO EFFORTS TO 
START CARS YESTERDAY 


ONE HUNDRED IN COMMISSION 
DURING MORNING, BUT TAK¬ 
EN OFF AT NOON. 


Supt. J. T. Funk, of the Louisville 
Railway Company, said that he knew 
that there was to be a determined ef¬ 
fort yesterday on the part of the strike 
leaders to prevent the running of cars 
and he found this to be true as soon as 
he had reached Fourth avenue, near 
the car barn, between 6 and 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning. He said the mob 
Hplrlt prevailed from Thirteenth and 
Market streets, where the first dis¬ 
turbance was raised, over to Broad¬ 
way. He said the disturbances seem to 
follow each other, which was evidence 
to him that the crowd moved from 
Main street south crossing the lines 
which the company were attempting 
to operate. 

The company started about 100 cars, 
he said, but these were all forced to the 
barn by noon. At least, he said that 
he saw the men w’ere having such 
trouble that he ordered all cars In. 
Again, later In the afternoon Supt. 
Funk attempted to start cars on the 
West Walnut. East Broadway and 
West Jefferson and West Chestnut 
lines. Each of the cars were manned 
by three policemen, but It was soon 
found that no progress could be made 
through the dense crowds. About 4 
o’clock a car w-aa run around 8econd 
street and Fourth avenue, but no pas¬ 
sengers were taken on. This car was 
not molested. By a little after 5 o’clock 
no cars wore out of the bams. 

• • • 

Started One Hundred Cars. 


“Between 11 and 12 o’clock I gave or¬ 
ders that all cars should remain In the 
barns as soon as they could reach them. 
In many Instances the travel was so 
slow* that it was 1 o’clock before all 
the cars w r ere in. After calling on the 
Board of Safety for assistance I again 
In the afternoon attempted to run some 
cars. We started a car on West Wal¬ 
nut street, one on the East Broadway 
line and another on the West Chestnut 
line. These were manned by three po¬ 
licemen. At Eleventh and Walnut 
streets one of these cits w’as attacked 
by the mob and mast all the window 
lights broken. John A. Poster, one of 
the oldest motormen on the system, was 
struck in the face with a stone and 
injured, though not seriously. The car 
was taken back to the barn at once. 
At Sixteenth and Jefferson streets the 
mob attacked a second car manned by 
policemen. The window lights in this 
car w’ere broken. 

“It was then discovered that the 
manning of cars by policemen w r ould 
do no good so long os tho crowds were 
allowed to gather In such formidable 
numbers on the streets. On llie car 
that was started on Chestnut street in 
the afternoon one of the oldest con¬ 
ductors was very roughly handled. He 
took his car to the barn and said that 
he would not attempt to run another 
car unless the crowds were dispersed. 
The spirit shown during the daytime 
was enough to satisfy me that It would 
be dangerous to attempt to run cars at 
night.” _

Jacobs w*as quoted as making such 
charges,” said Col. Gunther, “and I 
placed myself in communication with 
him and asked that he prepare his 
i charges in writing, giving the names of 
each man who had failed to do his duty, 
and give it to me. Capt Jacobs denied 
j that he hud made any such charges as 
were attributed to him, and pi Id that 
his men had all obeyed orders implicit¬ 
ly. He branded as false the alleged 
interview with him published In an uft- 
ernoon paper.” 

A member of the Board of Public 
Safety talked to Capt. Jacobs relative 
to the alleged charges made by him, 
and Capt. Jacobs again denied having 
made them. He said that a report had 
reached him to the effect th t one of 
his men had failed to clear iho tracks 
at Fourth avenue and Oak street of a 
w’agon that was blocking the progress 
of a car. but he had been unable to 
learn the name of the patrolman to 
ascertain whether the charge W'as true.”

1 arrived in 
the vicinity of the barn on Fourth ave¬ 
nue about 6 o'clock. I remained away 
some distance in order to take a survey 
of the situation. I saw the crowds as¬ 
sembled on both sides of the streets 
and felt as if trouble would follow*. A 
little before 7 o'clock the first car 
started and I boarded It some distance 
down the avenue. I stood on the front 
platform. We made our way downtown 
slowly. I paid no attention to the Jibes 
and aspersions cast at me. 

• • • 

Trouble Soon Started. 


J. T. Funk, superintendent of the 
Louisville Railway Company, appeared 
before the Board of Public Safety yes¬ 
terday afternoon and complimented the 
members of the police department on 
the excellent work they have accom¬ 
plished to date during the strike. Mr. 
Funk denied absolutely the statement 
attributed to him to the effect that the 
police were not doing their duty. Ac¬ 
cording to a member of the Board of 
Public Safety, he said that he was sat¬ 
isfied the police were doing all that was 
possible for them to do under the cir¬ 
cumstances, and that he was perfectly 
satisfied with the protection that had 
been afforded. 

He asked, however, that policemen 
be assigned to duty on car3 that the 
company would attempt to operate. He 
was asked how many cars he thought 
would be put into service, and he re¬ 
plied about thirty. He was assured 
that he would be furnished two, or, If 
he thought necessary, four patrolmen 
for each car. Police were sent to the 
car barns, but, according to statements 
from several members of the Board of 
Public Safety, the company could not 
get together enough motormen or con¬ 
ductors to man the cars, and as a re¬ 
sult only a few* policemen were called 

upon to go out with cars. 

• • • 

Police Can’t Run Cars. 


“The first trouble reported at the of¬ 
fice after I reached the administra¬ 
tion building was about 7 o'clock, at 
Thirteenth and Main streets. There a 
large crowd had assembled, mainly 
through curiosity. The snapping of a 
trolley caused the motorman finally to 
back his car into the barn. It seemed 
that the crowd then moved to Four¬ 
teenth and Jefferson streets, where It 
stoned a car and stole tho controller. 
At Fifteenth and Walnut streets they 
stopped a car. Shortly afterw’ard the 
crowd moved to Fifteenth and Chestnut 
streets, where other cars were stopped 
for a time. 

The next report came that the crowd 
had attacked a cir at Eighteenth and 
Broadway, At Fourth avenue and 


Rather than to board a street car 
and afford protection to what he term¬ 
ed “scab?.” Patrolman George Free¬ 
man. of the Fifth police district, inform, 
ed his superior officer, Capt. Riley, that 
he would resign as a member o f 
the police force. Capt. Riley reported 
the matter to Col, Sebastian Gunther. 
1 who. on recommendation of the Board 
[of Public Safety. Immediately ordered 
that Patrolman Freeman be suspended, 
lit Is doubtful whether he will be al¬ 
lowed to tender his resignation, as It 
Is prohnblc* the board will order his 
Immediate dismissal. 

"I received Instructions from Col. 
Gunther to send a squad of men to the 
car barn at Highland and 'Baxter Ave¬ 
nues and have two policemen go out 
with each car that left the barn,” raid 
Capt. Riley. "Patrolman Freeman was 
one of the men I assigned to that duty. 
He said that he would rather resign 
than afford protection to a scab, and 
after that admission on his part I 
knew that he was not a fit man for the 
work that was mapped out.” 

Capt. James Jacobs himself, said: 

. “I did my duty to-dav as I saw It. 
simply obeying the orders of my su¬ 
perior officers. I made several arrests 
which were absolutely necessary In my 
opinion In order that the j*»ace nf the 
city might te preserved. I made no 
charges against any patrolman or po¬ 
lice officer nnd the publication of these 
reports certainly did me an the men 
mentioned a serious Injustice. I want 
to say In the most emphatic terms 
that every policemen under me did his 
full duty. 

“Every car that left the Fourth- 
street bnrn had police protection ns 
far as Hill street and was watched un¬ 
til out of sight and everybody who 
was seen to Interfere In any way wap 
promptly placed under arrest. I made 
three arrests. At Fourth and A streets 
a striker threw’ a rock at a north-bound 
car nnd broke the front glass, striking 
the motorman. I Immediately placed 
him under arrest and sent him to the 
station. At Fourth and Bloom streets 
a car stopped to let a passenger off 
when I saw a man run out and shut 
off the air which at once disabled the 
car. I placed him under arrest and 
had him locked up. The other arrest 
wavs made at Fourth and Hill streets 
when a striker cut the rope attached 
to a trolley and allowed It to swing 
across the car and break. I arrested 
him and turned him over to a patrol¬ 
man who locked him up. 

“Any other trouble that happened on 
the Fourth-street line took place north 
of Magnolia e*reet, which w*as out of 
my jurisdiction.*' 


Mayor Barth also made a short talk 
at Fourth and Broadway that had a 
good effect on the crow’d that had as¬ 
sembled at that point and were at¬ 
tempting to stop nil cars. At Fourth 
avenue nnd Walnut street the Mayor, 
a little after noon, found a boisterous 
crowd of over 000 persons. The street 
was blocked by an obstruction and ve¬ 
hicles of all kinds were unable to pass. 
The Mayor alighted from his buggy 
and soon, with the aid of a policeman, 
had the obstruction removed and the 
congestion w’as relieved. The Mayor 
admonished the crow’d to disperse. A 
striker tried to explain the situation 
to the Mayor, but the Mayor told him 
flatly that he was disorderly and that 
he intended to see that It was stopped. 
• • • 

Never Saw Such Ugly Spirit. 


•in all my life" said Mayor Barth. 

I never witnessed a more ugly mob 
} spirit than wmis manifested In different 
parts of the city yesterday. I w’ould 
not have believed it if I had not seen 
it with my own eyes. I rode in the 
midst of several of these disorderly 
crowds and attempted to quell the 
spirit that w*as verging on to lawless¬ 
ness. In some Instances I was success¬ 
ful. I told the people that they must 
disperse nnd give to everybody their 
dues nnd rights under the law*. Some 
took the advice In good spirit and oth¬ 
ers did not. 

"I Intend to see that the law’ is en¬ 
forced and that the Louisville Railway 
Company gds the protection that is 
due It under the law*. I conferred with 
the members of the Board of Public 
Safety and Chief of Police Gunther In 
regard to keeping the peace under all 
conditions and at all hazards. I be¬ 
lieve that they will do their best. I 
will again give close attention to the 
situation to-morrow, and law and order 
must prevail."

No Extra Police. 


it seemed to have a somewhat quieting 
effect on the rest of the crowd. 

C. Buckho’d, a clerk of the railway 
company, while acting as motorman of 
a Fourth-avenue cur, was struck be¬ 
hind the IciTt ear with a stone at Fourth 
avenue and Hill street. He ran his oar 
Into the barn and some of the other 
men applied court plaster to his wound. 
Feveral other Instances of violence on 
the Fourth-avenue line were reported. 
They consisted principally of hand to 
hand conflicts between the strikers and 
the new men who were trying to ope¬ 
rate the cars. 

• • • 

Stole the Controller. 


One of the southbound Fourth-ave¬ 
nue cars In charge of a new conductor 
and motorman was boarded by a crow’d 
of the strikers at Fourth avenue and 
Broadw-ny shortly after noon. One of 
the men pushed the motorman to one 
side, and, grabbing Ills brass controll¬ 
ing lever, Jumped to the street and nan 
a-way as fast as he could amid the ap¬ 
plause of the crowd. Of course, the 
motorman could not proceed, and for 
nearly a half hour he w'as the target 
for abuse and derision. He stuck to 
his post gamely, however, until an¬ 
other car came up and pushed It on its 
Journey to the barn. When the car 
stopped several women passengers, 
alarmed at the proportions of the 
crow'd, alighted and the crow’d made 
way for them to reach the sidewalk.

Women Take a Hand. 


"We are doing all in our power to 
protect the property of the Louisville 
Railway Company,” said a member of 
the Board of Public Safety yesterdiy 
afternoon, "and are succeeding, but the 
railway company should not expect us 
to furnish police to run their cars. We 
will give tho street car company all 
the protection It wants, but If It can¬ 
not get together enough men to operate 
Its ears the police should not be held 
responsible. When we sent policemen 
to the different car barns with instruc¬ 
tions to go out on cars and give pro¬ 
tection to the motormen and conductors 
in chatge of them tho officers found at 
none of the barns more than four or 
five men willing to make a run. At 
some of the barns there was not more 
than one or two men willing to go out 
with cars.

MAYOR SURPRISED AT 
UGLY MOB SPIRIT 


SEES RIOTING AT SEVERAL 
POINTS AND URGES CROWDS 
TO DISPERSE. 


Mayor Paul C. Barth took a deep 
Interest In the strike conditions as 
•they prevailed yesterday. When the 
reports began to come into the City 
Hall yesterday morning that the strik¬ 
ers and crowds that had gathered on 
the streets were in an ugly mood and 
were attacking the ears that the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company were attempt¬ 
ing to run, he determined at once to 
make a personal Inspection of the con¬ 
ditions. L3«t night he said that he 
never saw a more ugly mob spirit 
manifested than by the crowds that 
gathered yesterday in different parts of 
the city.

Mayor AdrcsBts Crowds. 

Mayor Barth. In company with James 
B. Smith, chairman of the Board of 
Public Safety, made a trip over the efty 
In a buggy, stopping nt alt place* wher:- 
crowds had assembled and wiG mani- 


Durtng the temporary stoppage of 
the car several women sympathizers of 
the strikers, wearing ribbons that were 
said to be the emblems of the union, 
boarded the front platform and made 
the motorman’s life miserable until 
they were ordered off the car by Lieut. 
Kinnarney. They called tho motorman 
most of the impolite words which are 
not heard in best society, and threat¬ 
ened to pull his hair if he would step 
off the car. The motorman appeared 
not In the least ruffled by the situation, 
but finally agreed that If he got his 
car to the barn he would not make an¬ 
other trip. 

While the conductor wasn't looking 
a boy slipped on the platform and with 
a slash of his knife cut the trolley rope, 
amid the cheers of the crowd. The con¬ 
ductor went inside the car. and after 
fumbling about under one of the scats 
j for a minute or two reappeared on the 
platform with a piece of string, with 
which he repaired the damage Just as a 
car came up behind, which was soon 
coupled to the other, and the two start¬ 
ed for the barn at Avery street.

WOMEN TAKE HAND 

ALONG FOURTH AVENUE. 


At Fourth and Hill streets about 11 
o'clock, as one of the cars was pro¬ 
ceeding slowly toward the barn a stone 
was hurled through the glass of the 
vestibule and narrowly missed striking 
the head of one of the company's In¬ 
spectors. who was In charge of the con¬ 
trolling lever.

Wanted Police Protection. 


Wives and Other Members of Strik¬ 
ers' Families Make It Inter¬ 
esting For Loyal Men. 


A large crowd of the strikers and 
their wives were about the car barn 
at Fourth avenue and Avery street all 
day yesterday. The women screamed 
:,nd yelled "Scab" at tho men as they 
emerge J from the barn until they were 
•hoarse. About two dozen cars were 
run over the Fourth-avenue line, most 
of them in tho morning hours. Tho 
last car out of the barn was at 2 
o'clock, nnd contained twenty-five of 
the company’s new employes, who were 
taken to the Capital Hotel, where they 
are quartered. Capts. Jacobs and Her- 
,1 ricks and a cordon of police were Mix- 
1 tinned at the barn all day yesterday. 

I There was more hostile demonstration 
• on the part of the strikers at this point 
than anywhere else In the city, and bo- 
. tore 10 o’clock Cnpt. Jacobs made three 
arrests. The men were taken to the 
j Fifth district police station and locked 
up <»n the charge of disorderly conduct. 
Sefgts. Doran and Buddell, to whom 
fell the active task of keeping the 
1 strikers in order, had their hands full 
during the greater part of the day.

Rioting At Fourth-Avenue Barn. 

Rioting was frequent nt the Avery- 
street barn between 8 o'clock and noon. 

: It was not unrtil Capts. Hendricks and 
' Jacobs, Sergis. Doran and Buddell and 
about twenty policemen brandished 
■ thiir Hqbs and threatened arrest to the 
disturbers that the crowd of nearly 600 
I persons decided to maintain an appear- 
unc e of order. Several arrests w’ere 
inf le before 11 o'clock, and as the men 
wwi‘4 taken away in the patrol wagon 


By order of J. Gilman, bam superin¬ 
tendent at FouTth avenue and Avery 
street, no one except those who had 
business there was allowed Inside the 
structure. As scon as a car left or en¬ 
tered the bam. the big sliding doors 
were closed nnd a pollcefrnan stationed 
at each side. About 2 o'clock orders 
were received at the barn not to run 
any more cars. About tw-enty-flve of 
the company’s new men w-ere there 
awaiting further instruollor.s. They 
were told by the barn superintendent 
that they were dismissed for the day, 
but they would not leave the barn with¬ 
out police protection. It was finally 
decided to send them In a car under 
police escort to the Capital Hotel, where 
the company had provided quartet's for 
them. With CapL Hendricks and five 
patrolmen, three of whom were sta¬ 
tioned on the front and two on the rear 
platform, the car left the barn amid 
the shouts and jeers of the crowd as¬ 
sembled on the outside. Vile epithets 
and curses rent the air, but outside of 
the casting of one or tw T o small cards 
at the rapidly-moving car, there were 
no hostilities. 

The controlling levers of two motors 
were stolen from cars about 1 o'clock 
by members of the crowd in front of 
the Avery-street bam. This happened 
Juki as the cars were about to be run 
into the barn and It was found neces¬ 
sary to couple three of them together 
before they could be got Inside of the 
Inclosure._ 

MORE THAN SATISFIED 

WITH DAY’S WORK. 


In Louisville, last night. ''Of course, 
w-e cannot, as a union, Indorr© some of 
the things done by strike sympathizers. 
We should not be held responsible for 
that, however, and I don't think a fair 
public will blame us. We have no con* 
trol over men not members of out im¬ 
mediate body. 

“Thirty-eight new members wees 
taken into our union to-day," con¬ 
tinued Mr. Commons. “We now have 
a total membership of 950. All the 
men ore determined, and there will be 
rib weakening o.i our part.* We axe al¬ 
ways open to arb.tratlon, however,* a:i4 
If the street oar company wishes to 
treat with us we will meet it half way. 
We do not Intend to take the Initiative, 
though. 1 understood to-day, on good 
authority, that the Retail Merchants' 
Protective Association would to-nioi*- 
row* take some action on the strike sit¬ 
uation. I hope It will, and would like 
to see the Commercial Club and Board 
of Trade follow rult. We regret that 
the public Is being discommoded, and 
are willing to do our part in bringing 
about an amicable settlement." 

Mr. Commons said that the Louis¬ 
ville Rail w’ay Company had imported 
into Louisville twenty professional 
strike-breakers, ar.d that they are reg¬ 
istered at the Capital Hotel. 

“A committee from our union visited 
these men to-diy," said Mr. Commons, 
“but did not meet with courteous treat* 
ment.” 

• • • 

Talked All Day. 

Mr. Commons made a round of all th# 
street-car bams yesterday, and ad¬ 
dressed the strikers and others as¬ 
sembled in front of them. He talked 
until he was hoarse, and last night w*a# 
hardly able to articulate. He attend¬ 
ed a number of labor union meetings in 
Germania Hall, und was greeted warm¬ 
ly. 

Tlie CIgarmalcers' Union, at a meeting 
held last night, adopted a set of resolu¬ 
tions ln/’v»rsi<ng the cause of the strik¬ 
ing street-car men. and pledging their 
moral and financial support. The reso¬ 
lution also provides that any member 
of the Cigar-makers' Union wrho rldea 
on a street car before the strike la 
settled shall be fined $5 for each of¬ 
fense.

Big Meeting For To-night.

GOVERNMENT EXPERT 

TO ATTEND TO MAIL. 


Will Arrive In Louisville To-day-* 
Knows How To Get Along 
During Strikes. 


An expert post-office inspector, fa¬ 
miliar with the handling of malls dur¬ 
ing strike conditions, will arrive in 
Louisville this morning to look after 
the Interests of the Government in th« 
matter of handling the mulls between 
the main post-office and the substa¬ 
tions. Postmaster R. E. Woods re¬ 
ceived a telegram to this effect yes¬ 
terday morning. Since Saturday night 
P. wtmaster Woods has been in constant 
communication with the post-office au¬ 
thorities at Washington in regard to 
the strike and the conditions that exist 
in regard to handling the malls. 

Only one attempt was made by the 
Louisville Railway Company yesterday 
to carry mall from the main post-offlcs 
to a substation. This attempt was 
made between 9 and 12 o'clock in th* 
morning, when a Fourth-avenue car 
stopped before the post-office to re¬ 
ceive mail for Station E, at Fifth and 
Hill streets. It w*as soon observed that 
the car w*as Impeded and would never 
get the mall to the Hill-street crossing 
In time for the carriers to go out on 
their runs. The mail was at ones 
dumped Into an automobile and sent 
whizzing to the destination.

Ben Commons Says Union Can’t In¬ 
dorse Sorae Things That 
Were Done.

Station A Is located at Story avenus 
and the railroad crossing, and the mail 
has been carried there from Third ave¬ 
nue and Market street on an East 
Market-street car. Station B is at 
Twenty-third and Market streets, nnd 
the moil w*as carried on a West Mar¬ 
ket-street car. Station C is at Be.tr- 
grnes and Broadway, and the mall was 
carried from the post-office to that 
station on a Barret-avenue car. Sta¬ 
tion D is at Fifteenth and Kentucky 
streets, and the mall was handled by 
the Twelfth-street car. Station E, at 
Fifth and Hill streets, did get its mall 
on 11 Fourth-avenue car. Station F, at 
Fourteenth and Main streets, did g »t 
its mail over the Portland-avenue line. 
Station G. at Twenty-eighth and Du- 
mesnJl streets, and Station H. at Twen¬ 
ty-eighth and Broadway, were given 
their mall by the West Walnut-street 
cor line. 

Postmaster Woods w*ns in his office 
at 5 o’clock yesterday morning for the 
purpose of attending personally to the 
matter of seeing that Lhe mail was de¬ 
livered at the substations on time. He 
looked worried at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, although he said he had ao- 
tom pi I shed his purpose better than he 
had thought he would. All the persons

Rates Were Never Lower 


Most of the men want th© eleven hour 
run and the “owl*’ man likes his job. 
The men work by the hour and prefer 
the eleven-hour runs to tome of the 
“fancy" runs that are of shorter hours. 

”1 believe that the men should have 
thirty minutes for their lunch, but 
forty-five minutes L too much to de¬ 
mand. In street car work it would be 
almost impossible to give the men 
forty-five minutes for th- ir meals. Sev¬ 
enteen minutes, the time given them at 
present. Is hardly long enough. 

“I have been in the employ of the 
street oar company for thirty-three 
years and have no complaint to moke. 
It Is not true that the older men of the 
company are' discharged for new men 
and I -know that an old employe will 
not be discharged unless he has com- 
milted some serious offense. The com¬ 
pany has allowed much more liberty 
with the old employes than with the 
newer men. 

“Then alter a man has worked for 
the company five years or more he is 
given a new uniform or a now over- 
cont each winter. Now the men do not 
think that Is much Either the suit 
or the overcoat costs about $14. That 
Isn’t much when It comes from the 
company, the men say, but when they 
have to save that much money to spend 
for uniforms they think it is pretty 
hard. 

“To a How the employes to say who 
should be discharged and who the new 
employes should be would simply ruin 
the company. This demand of the new 
union i think is unjust, as are some of 
the others, ai d I expect to stay with 
the company.

Right To Use “U. S. Mail” Sign. 


The dispatch sent out from Washing¬ 
ton to the effect that ihe American 
Federation of Labor had filed a protest 
with the Second Assistant Postmaster 
General against the Louisville Railway 
Company using **U. S. Mall*' signs on 
their cars in order to operate them dur¬ 
ing the strike is dubbed by the street 
car officials as a scheme to mislead the 
public. Superintendent Funk denied 
last night that the “U. S. Mall" rigr.s 
h ; d been used on any cars but those 
on which attempts wore made to carry 
mit.fl from the post-office to the sub¬ 
stations. He said: 

“As contractr.rs with the Government, 
we have a perfect right to use “U. S. 
Mall" signs on the cars on which mall 
Is carried. We have not been placing 
the signs on the cars that carry the 
mail all the time for the reason that we 
did not deem It necessary. We felt 
confident that the mail would not be 
molested, but when the strike was de¬ 
clared we knew positively that the cars 
would be molested by the strike agi¬ 
tators and the strikers If the Govern¬ 
ment sign was not displayed consrplt u- 
ously on the cars. These signs wore 
placed on the three cars that carried 
the mall Sunday, and one was on the 
car on wh-lch an attempt was made to 
carry mall from the post-office to the 
substation at Fifth and Hill streets 
yesterday morning. 

“We never dreamed of such a thing 
as putting Government signs on cars 
on which no mall was carried. I pre¬ 
sume the labor agitators know that we 
were contractors with the Government 
and wanted to make a Utile capital by 
filing the protest against something 
that bne never been done. We simply 
told Postmaster Woods yesterday that 
It wouki be Impossible for us to even 
attempt to carry the mail to the va¬ 
rious substations.*'

The woes and mishaps of both teach¬ 
ers and pupils of the public schools, in 
getting to their declination yesterday 
in time for the opening of school, 
were many and varied. One of the 
te.ichera of the Girls' High School who 
lives in Portland took a rather ex¬ 
pensive route. She took the “Daisy" 
line to the Fourth and river station and 
then paid $1 for a cab to convey her to 
the school. Another girl walked from 
Cherokee Park to the school at Fifth 
and Hill streets.

“I wanted to get out Into it, and sat¬ 
isfy myself as to the true condition of 
affairs," said Mayor Barth yesterday 
afternoon. “I am satisfied that the po¬ 
lice are doing all in their power to 
protect property and quell rioting." 

INSPECTOR ANALYZES 

DEMANDS OF STRIKERS. 


The two attempts of teh Street Rail¬ 
way Company to operate it* cars prac¬ 
tically were failures, for while it is 
true that some of them carried passen¬ 
gers and were unmolested, most of 
them were held up and those In charge 
subjected to violence at the hands of 
the strikers or their sympathizers. 
People as a rule were loth to take pas¬ 
sage on the cars, fearing violence and 
inconvenience and no attempt to main¬ 
tain a schedule was made on any of the 
lines. The first attempt to run cars, 
which was made in the morning, w'as 
more successful than the afternoon ef¬ 
fort. but the company was pow-erless 
to contend against the impediments 
placed In its way. At 3 o'clock yes 
terday afternoon the company aban 
doned Its efforts and no attempt was 
made to send cars from any of the 
barns.

They axe ther6 for th© purpose of de¬ 
veloping tho strawberry industry to large 
proportions. The land 1* especially adapt¬ 
ed to the cultivation of this fruit. Two- 
MiLrds of the tract is already set out to 
the berries and th© colony Is busy finish¬ 
ing the work. It will, when completed, be 
the largest tract of strawberries In Los 
Angeles county. It Is said. 

In connection with the Sierra Vista 
tract thirty acre* of the Polk ranch and 
forty acres of the Shrode ranch have been 
rented, and this also goes Into strawber¬ 
ries. Wells have been sunk for Irrigation, 
and land piped and flumed and all Is In 
readiness for th© cultivation of the cropw 

Several of the Japanese have rented this 
land and they sub-rent to the other Jar* 
for two-fifths of the crop raised. 

“Lucky” Baldwin Is also going Into the 
strawberry business extensively. Ho has 
eighty acres set out and about fjOft Japan¬ 
ese have been secured to care for It. This 
tract is located between Baldwin avenue 
and Santa Anita avenue, on th© Dalton 
road.

Th© om-s 
h© employs aro of a higher caste, and he 
says they do their work well, have steady 
habits, find not only make money fof 
their employer, but make money 
themselves. 


are not helping Do make th© path of 
th© home Government any smoother by 
th© character of information they send 
back home. Then there are the mini 
owners, who, while quite as distinctly 
English as the foregoing, have their 
own separate Interests that do not con¬ 
template any element except their 
pookotbooks. and whoa© patriotism 
takes the form of greed for gold. These 
men are using the greatest possible 
pressure on th© home Government to 
retain the Chinese contract laborers to 
work the mines; they are not taking 
this ground because of on honest belief 
that the Chinese laborers are better 
workmen that the Kaffirs, because they 
now know that the natives are com¬ 
mercially the more profitable workmen 
of the two; but gold mining In South 
Africa, since the war, has got down to 
a question of selling shares at home, 
and. except In a few rare Imrtanoes, 
does not contemplate actual mining, and 
the Importation of Chinese was brought 
about by the*© same men In order to 
raise a new 'talking point* for selling 
stock. You see. Just about the time the 
war came on, the shallow mines were 


pretty woll worked out. and unless the 
country was to be abandoned It became 
necessary to sink to far lower levels 
to chase the receding gold. The cry 
that hordes of Chinese coolies were to 
come to work the couhtry was expected 
to have a fine upward effect on mining 
stocks, and It has transpired that th© 
owners guessed right and that huge 
sales have been made on this account. 
But the boom days In South Africa are 
over for good; there will still be mining 
there, but not oh the scale of ante-war 
times. 

“Then, In addition to these two 
British interests, there aro the Dutch, 
who stand solidly together behind Gen¬ 
erals Botha and Smuts, both made 
fumoua dn the late war, and who de¬ 
mand homo rule under the cry of 
‘Africa for tho Africans'—knowing full 
well that If they can weaken the hands 
of the British home Government they 
wttl have little trouble overruling the 
small number of Englishmen resident 
In th© country. Then there are the 
East Indians, many of whom came to 
the country with th© soldiers from 
IndJn during the war, and who. find¬ 
ing that their services w'ere lauded by 
the British, determined to stay and 
enjoy the unique experience of having 
a say In the affairs of the country In 
w'hlch they lived. 

• * • 

“But more Important than all these 
interests are the natives themselves, 
the blacks, or, as they call themselves, 
the Kaffirs. These natives outnumber 
all the tt»st of the population about 
four to one; under Dutch rule thev 
w'ere kept pretty well In hand and did 
most of the unskilled work of th© 
country. But since the war they have 
begun to take on a certain degree of 
civilization, even education. Some of 
them are quite well educated, and a few 
have started newspapers to disseminate 
Information among their own poopie. 
They are healthy people, fairly quick¬ 
witted, and many of them are am¬ 
bitious. They. too. are using the cam-# 
paign cry of ‘Africa for the Africans,* 
but it has a far different meaning from 
that attached to it by the Dutch, and 
in their enso mean* Africa for the 
Kaffirs. These Kaffirs are to be kept 
back, whichever of the other Interests 
Is enabled to organize and maintain 
a government. But they have skillful 
leaders and some exceptionally politic 
wdiite advisers, and It Is by no means 
certain that in a few' years they will 
not have progressed far enough to take 
the reins of government Into thp<r own 
hand*, and down there there is a pretty' 
well defined feeling Just now that If *th’e 
blacks were to develop sufficient 
strength to seize the Government, the 
home Government. would let them do 
it. and merely content Itself with 
holding a guiding hand on the helm. 

It is pretty well assured that South 
Africa is due to undergo a long spelt 
of hard conditions, such as It has ex¬ 
perienced ever since the close of the 
war. and It is as certain ns fate that 
England Is pretty tired of tho game 
of trying to hef*d Into a peaceful condi¬ 
tion the conflicting elements that go 
to make up her African colony."

—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has again appealed to 
the Legislature of California to stop &U 
Japanese legislation. The President 
has sent a telegram to Gov Gillette 
urging that the Legislature suspend ail 
Japanese legislation and expressing the 
fear that the action of the Sanoto Sat- 
urday in passing the two Japanese bills 
and a resolution may render ineffective 
hls efforts to secure exclusion of Jap¬ 
anese laborers by friendly agreement 
with Japan. 

Tho Governor transmitted the Presl- 
derat’a telegram to the Assembly this 
morning, when action was to have 
been taken to-day on the two bills 
and the resolution adopted by the Sen¬ 
ate, with a message recommending and 
urging that the President’s request be 
acceded to. 

On Stanton’s motion the Assembly 
by a viva voce vote decided to take 
no action on the bills on file. 

The message Is as hallows: 

“Action of Legislature reported In 
this morning’s papers most unfortunate 
in effect upon my efforts to secure ex¬ 
clusion of Japanese laborers by friend¬ 
ly agreement, and if continued will 
probably render recent legislation of 
Congress for uhait purpose Ineffective. 
Please secure suspension of further ac¬ 
tion until receipt of letter from me. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

The action referred to by the Presi¬ 
dent was the passage of the bill limit¬ 
ing the age of children when first en¬ 
tering primary schools to ten years, 
the measure prepared by the Japanese- 
Koreon Exclusion League submitting 
the question of Asiatic exclusion to a 
vote of the people, and a resolution 
protesting against Japanese naturaliza¬ 
tion. 

The message created something of a 
sensation in the lower house. 

Grove L. Johftoon arose, expressed 
hls confidence In the Governor and 
President, believed the matter should 
be left to them, and moved that it be 
the sense of the Assembly that no ac¬ 
tion be taken on the Japanese question 
at this session. 

The motion w-as carried.

Sandy Hoofed boasts of two general 
stores, one owned by Judge Matt Re 1- 
wlne and his son Virgil, while the other 
Is operated by A. T. Redwine and 
Henry Thompson.

The win¬ 
dows of the Circuit Court room are 
without plndow panes and the building 
Is In an otherwise bad condition. This, 
however, will soon be remedied, os the 
county officials have recently let a con¬ 
tract for a new courthouse to cost $30.- 
000 and It will be erected during the 
coming summer. 

Kandy H<onk has telephone connec¬ 
tions with the outside world by way of 
West Liberty to Morehead, from which 
point messages are sent by wire. The 
telephone line Is owned by a merchant 
of West Liberty and as. the present time 
the wires are In such condition that It 
Is almost impossible to get any com¬ 
munication with either West Liberty or 
Morehead This, however. 1 * due to 
the fact that many of the poles were 
washed away during the present winter, 
and In many places the wires are on tho 
ground. 

The hardest problem the people of 
Sandy Hook will have to solve during 
the trlaJs will be taking oare cf those 
who will have to be in attendance, and 
It Is believed that many of the wit¬ 
nesses on either side cf the ease will 
have to camp on the banks of Little 
Sandy In tents. It will be a much 
easier mutter to fe^d the clans than It 
will to house them, and the fact that 
the cases are «to be tried in the summer 
will be a great advantage. Every 
housekeeper In Kandy Hook who can 
conveniently care for one or more 
strangers will make preparations ac¬ 
cordingly. but even at this It will be 
Impossible for everyone to be cared for, 
owing to the smallness of the village.

At¬ 
torney Will Young has to a certain ex¬ 
tent followed In the footsteps of hls 
father so far as the practice of law 
Is concerned and has In a manner re¬ 
tained the friendship of the followers 
and supporters of hls father. 

Although the roads leading to Sandy 
Hook aiv almost Impassable at the 
present time the natives &ay they are

Methodist 
and Baptist predominate throughout the 
county, the former denomination having 
a church In Sandy Hook while members 
of the latter denomination In the town 
are foreM to drive sevenil miles to the 
nearest place of worship on the Sabbath 
day.

The Strike. 

The Louisville Railway Company pro¬ 
fesses its ability and purpose to serve 
the public and run its cars. But It fail¬ 
ed to do It yesterday. 

The city authorities profess their abil¬ 
ity and purpose to keep the peace. But 
they failed to do it yesterday. 

In fact, Louisville yesterday was not 
only practically without a street car 
service, but for a time It was practieai- 
ly without police protection.

The March of Democracy. 

The ascendency of democracy In Rus¬ 
sia and Persia has been marked by so 
many spectacular features that the ex¬ 
tension of the spirit in other monarchies 
has been almost obscured. But the 
fact remains that Russia and Persia 
aro not the only places where the right 
of suffrage has been the subject of de¬ 
liberation and legislation of late. Aus¬ 
tria, Sweden and Holland have either 
adopted electoral ^sterns providing for 
enlarged popular participation in Gov¬ 
ernment or are engaged In the task of 
constructing them. 

Of the three States, Austria is the 
only one wherein turbulence has played 
a leading parL Austria is now definite¬ 
ly committed to universal suitrage as 
a result of popular clamor. Under the 
terms of a new' law passed by the Aus¬ 
trian Parliament during the closing 
days of 1806 and signed recently—and 
reluctantly — by Emperor Francis 
Joseph, the four classes recognized by 
the old system—the landed proprietors, 
the towns, the rural communes and the 
chambers of cornme rce—<ire abolished 
as electoral divisions. Instead, the 
right to vote is given every male Aus¬ 
trian of twenty-four years of age. The 
various races and nationalities that 
compose the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
have been a source of much of the In¬ 
ternal dissension and rebellion in that 
country*, each having demanded certain 
recognition as a result of Jealousy and 
Imagined superiority over others. The 
new plan has in view the ending of 
these race contests. New constituencies 
will be recognized for the electors of the 
different races. In other words. Ger¬ 
mans will vote only on a Germa^ reg¬ 
ister and only for German candidate*. 
Similar arrangement Is provided for 
the Czech voters, and so on. The al¬ 
lotment of seats Is to be based on pop¬ 
ulation and tax-paying capacity. 

/ Hereafter practically universal suf¬ 
frage will exist In Sweden. In accord¬ 
ance with a recent enactment In con¬ 
nection with the extension of the fran¬ 
chise there is still another manifesta¬ 
tion of tho democratic Impulse In 
Sweden in the reduction of the term 
of office of members of the upper 
house from nine to six years. One of 
the best features of the Swedish situa¬ 
tion has been the attitude of King 
Oscar. He is faithful to his popple and 
their interests. He Is a firm believer 
In the right of a people to have a pow¬ 
erful voice In Government and his aid 
has been given the adherents of an ex¬ 
tended suffrage. When he retires per- 
rhonenliy on June 6—which is the gold¬ 
en anniversary of his wedding—he will 
leave his country better oft in this 
direction than when he ascended the 
throne. He himself has declared that 
he rejoices in the fact that the close of 
his reign has been marked by the en¬ 
largement of popular right*. 

Over In Holland radical parliamen¬ 
tary reform is on foot. Extension of 
the suffrage is nn Important part of 
the programme devised by a State 
commission appointed to formulate 
various alterations that are desirable 
in the present scheme of Government. 
The commission recommends that the

The Appropriations. 

At the close of every session of Con. 
gress representatives of each party 
make a review of the appropriations for 
the session with such comments aa are 
considered necessary. The maim 
speeches on this subject are usually 
made by the chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, who 
represents the majority, of course, 
and the ranking member of the 
minority on tho same committee. 
These speeches, made In the lost hours 
of Congress, are necessarily far from 
finished productions and are generally 
short. So much business Is crowded 
into the last few hours and the reports 
of conference \comm It tecs and others 
are so confusing that it Is hard to 
avoid errors in statement. At the 
same time tho men who have made It 
the chief business to follow the course 
of appropriations during the whole ses¬ 
sion are in a better position to make 
statements on the subject than any¬ 
body else. 

There is usually a disposition on the 
part of the representatives of the ma¬ 
jority to minimize the appropriations, 
or to reduce them within as small an 
amount as possible. The minority, on 
the other hand, will often exaggerate 
the total of the money spent. If it 
is not done by the representative of 
the minority in CongTess, It is pretty 
certain to be done by persons on the 
outside. It happens, therefore/ that 
there are rather absurd efforts to make 
the appropriations greater than they 
really are, and even more ludicrous ef¬ 
forts to make them less. 

The truth Is the national balance 
sheet is a formidable thing. We are not 
only a great country, but we are tho 
most extravagant of all countries in 
public and private expenditures. In 
our private afTalrs we have a system 
of bookkeeping which is nearly perfect 
In principle, and can be made eo in 
practice when It is desired, and the 
necessary expense Is Incurred. Even in 


course. Is merely an attempt to de 
eeive. The permanent appropriations 
for Interest on the public debt, ex 
penses of collecting the revenue and the 
like'are as much a part of the annual 
expenditures as any other sums. S<» far 
as the deficiency bills to meet the ex¬ 
penditures of the current fiscal year 
are concerned they are certainly no 
part of the appropriations for the fiscal 
year of 1908. but as It Is practically 
certain that as large deficiencies for 
the next fiscal year will be adopted by 
the next Congress, there is no reason 
for deducting this item. Its inclusion 
gives the best Index now* available to 
the probable expenditures of the next 
fiscal year. The deficiencies this year 
were over twelve million dollars, while 
the year before they were over thirty- 
nine millions. The deficiencies next 
year, therefore, are more likely to ex¬ 
ceed those of this year than to fall 
below them. 

On the other hand Mr. Livingston, 
representing the minority, while agree¬ 
ing to the sum total of appropriations, 
called attention to the fact that there 
were $25,000,000 more authorized by 
contracts provided for In the naval 
bill and nearly $50,000,000 more in the 
River and Harbor Bill. Now these sums 
are appropriate to mention as showing 
the expenditures In the future to which 
we are committed, but they Imve noth¬ 
ing to do with the amount actually ap¬ 
propriated by the late Congress. It Is 
good business to make the expenditures 
for the navy and for rivers and har¬ 
bors continuous, so far as Is necessary 
to carry out a well-digested plan of 
work. 

The only real questions are wheth¬ 
er the expenditures are proper, and 
whether the plan is a good one. If 
these be answered In the affirmative 
the authorization of contracts for fu¬ 
ture expenditures Is well justified, and 
the fact that the money Is not to be 
paid during the next fiscal year ex¬ 
cludes the amounts authorized from the 
appropriations for that year.

Mrs. Rachel Johnson died at $ o’clock 
yesterday morning at her home In Sel- 
lersburg, Ind.. nine miles north of Jef¬ 
fersonville, ns the result of bums she 
sustained ait hour earlier. Her cloth¬ 
ing caught fire from the cookstove In 
the kitchen when she was alone and 
unable to ward off the danger. She 
was the widow of Hugh Johnson. Dr. 
Fromaji M. Coots, the Coroner, return¬ 
ed to Jeffersonville • last night after 
having Investigated the death. 

Mrs. Johnson, who was forty-five 
years of nge and In moderate circum¬ 
stances, resided with her two sons, Al¬ 
bert and Richard, near Belknap’s ce¬ 
ment mill, where the two young men 
were employed. Yesterday morning both 
went to their work leaving their moth¬ 
er busied about the house and her 
usual duties. The stove became over¬ 
heated and she went to attend to it, 
taking hold of the door with her Apron. 
The flimsy cloth caught fire and In a 
moment the flames were communicated 
to her calico wrapper. Screaming with 
pfijn she flung a heavy bedspread 
aroUnd herself and rushud frantically 
out Into the yard where she fell on the 
ground. 

Assistance was forthcoming, but by 
the time it arrived her clothes had 
been burned to ashes and the entire 
body was seared and burned almost 
to a crisp. For an hour she lingered 
and then In spite of all that could be 
done for her she passed away. The 
funeral will take place this afternoon 
at the home and the remains will be 
taken to Walnut Ridge cemetery, north 
of Jeffersonville, for Interment. Their 
mother was dying by the time the sons 
could be notified and could reach the 
bedside.

Expect Drastic Regulations. 

Butchers and meat dealers, grocers, 
druggists and dairymen In Jefferson¬ 
ville are awaiting the action of the 
Btate Board of Health of Indiana which 
will frame new regulations under the 
powers conferred by an act of the Gen- 
eml Assembly which adjourned yester¬ 
day at Indianapolis. The board will 
meet Friday pursuant to a call issued 
by Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
board, and the rules designed to secure 
the enforcement of the law' are expect¬ 
ed to be drastic. Heretofore from time 
to time samples have been secured from 
various dealers and sent for analysis 
to tho State Board of Chemistry and 
the result has been that numerous 
dealers throughout the State, Including 
a few in Jeffersonville, have been 
pilloried In the board’s publication. 

Claysburg Annex Approved- 

In the office of George W. 8toner. 
County Recorder of Clark county. Ind.. 
there has been filed a certified copy of 
an ordinance adopted by the Town 
Board of Claysburg. the northern sub¬ 
urb of Jeffersonville, on February 6, 
1907, annexing certain territory east of 
Kiddle street. Since the town renew¬ 
ed Its corporate activity more than two 
years agn probably no municipality In 
the world has been more busy annex¬ 
ing and Its total acquisitions would 
out measure Its original dimensions 
many times; probably it is at least four 
or five times ns big as it was.

CAHMACK TAKES LEAD OF THE 
“IN” FACTION. 


ALL BIG GUNS LINED UP FOR 
FINAL BATTLE. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]— All questions of legislation to 
come before the General Assembly, 
when it reconvenes to-morrow, are 
overshadowed to-night by the fierce 
fight over the Memphis charter. On 
the side of tihe “In*," stands former 
Senator E. \V. Carmack, who arrived 
in Nashville last night, and at once 
shucked his coat. On the other side 
stands Gov. Patterson, Senator Robert 
L. Taylor and former Gov. Benton Mc¬ 
Millan, with the Administration fol¬ 
lowers tagging on behind. 

Carmack has opened headquarter* in 
a local hotel, and surrounded by Mayor 
Malone. City Judge Floyd and other 
Memphis officials; the Rev. William E. 
Thompson, temperance and race-track 
reformer; and half a hundred other 
Memphians. Is conducting the fight of 
his life. 

The charter changers are not making 
so much display, but they are sawing 
wood as If/their lives depended on the 
result. Former Mayor J. J. Williams, 
who was defeated by Mayor Malone, 
t* leading rtie line for the “outs,” ably 
seconded by John T. Walsh, vice Mayor 
of Memphis, who was elected on the 
same ticket with Malone, but who. for 
months, has been opposed to his reten¬ 
tion in office. 

Gov. Patterson is Intensely Interested 
In the outcome, although he Is taking 
no open part In the contest. The Mu- 
lone-Floyd crowd In Memphis fought 
Patterson all along the line. Even 
after he was nominated and elected 
they kept up their warfare, and nat¬ 
urally the Governor has no love for 
them. When the time came for se¬ 
lecting a legislative delegation from 
Shelby, tihe city administration refused 
to Join hands with the regular De¬ 
mocracy. but put out an independent 
ticket. The Republicans voted with the 
Independents. but the Democratic 
ticket, which stood squarely for an 
amendment of the dharter, which would 
oust Malone, Floyd et als. won. The 
Issue was clean cut. and, while the 
"ins” say they are not particularly op¬ 
posed to a change in the charter, they 
are opposed to being legislated out of 
office. 

The bill passed the Semite before the 
recess, but lacked five votes of a con¬ 
stitutional majority In the House. A 
motion to reconsider was entered on 
the Journal, and fihls motion will be 
called up to-morrow' afternoon or Wed¬ 
nesday. The “Ins” will make an effort 
to get Carmack Invited before the 
House, hoping that If he can get a 
chance to speak thedr fight will be won. 
Tho opposition will endeavor to pre¬ 
vent any Invitation resolution from be¬ 
ing adopted. 

To-night both sides are holding con¬ 
ference* and lining up their forces.

She learned of his death, she said, 
shortly after it occurred, through his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Peter LeBlanc, 
who live in Michigan. 

Mrs. LeBlanc has retained attorneys 
in New Albany and will make a con¬ 
test for the property left by her hus¬ 
band, which consists of a life Insur¬ 
ance policy with the Modern Wood¬ 
men of America and the moneys that 
may accrue from the Southern Railway 
Company. After LeBlanc came to New 
Albany, nearly two years ago, he was 
married to Miss Daisy Murphy, of that 
city. He was killed December 15, 1906. 
In the Southern railway yards at New 
Albany while employed by the com¬ 
pany as car Inspector. Several days 
ago the Now Albany widow brought 
suit against the Modem Woodmen of 
America, to which he belonged, to re¬ 
cover >1.000, the amount of a policy 
heJd by him. Suit was also brought on 
her behalf by the Mutual Trust and 
Deposit Compony, of New Albany, as 
administrator of the estate of LeBlanc 
against the Southern Hallway Company 
of Indiana to recover $10,000 damages 
on account of the killing. The Mod¬ 
em Woodmen ’do not desire to avoid 
payment, but are anxious that the 
courts shall decide. the ownership of 
the money. 

LEAVE FOR FRIGID NORTH. 

Steamboatment Will Ply On Yukon 
RiveT During Summer. 

George Curry and David Spence, 
steamboat engineers living In New Al¬ 
bany. left that city last night over the 
Monon railroad for Alaska. They ex¬ 
pect to be twenty-six days making the 
Journey to Dawson City, going first to 
Seattle, where they will sail to Skag- 
way and Juneau. Leaving the coast 
they will travel by the White Horse 
railway to the cgul of the line and will 
go thence to Dawson City in sleighs. 
Thetr boat, one of the steamers of the 
Alaska Commercial Company, is in the 
ice fifty miles below Dawson City, on 
the Yukon, and the men are required 
to go at this early date In order to 
make necessary repairs and to be In 
readiness for the break up of tho Ice 
In the river, which will take place 
within sixty days. 

W. H. Keliner and Charles Milligan, 
who are engineers in the service of the 
mime company, also residents of New 
Albany, who have been in that city 
since last October with their families, 
expect to leave next month, although 
they may be called by wire at any 
time. It is the intention of the company 
to put a new' battery of boilers on the 
boat, which is Jylng at St. Michaels. 
They will be taken front Seattle to that 
port and will be installed under the 
superintendence of the engineers—Reh- 
ner and Milligan. In consequence of 
this delay their boat will not make 
more than a trip and a half during the 
season and will be laid up In tho ice 
near Dawson next October. The four 
New Albany men will return home 
next fall to spend the winter with their 
families.

IN PRISON CONVICTED OF EN¬ 
TERING BONDED WAREHOUSE. 


Case Submitted To Judge Cochran 
and Decision Indicated In 
Advance. 


Frankfort. Ky., March 11.—[Special.] 
—The spring term of the Federal Court 
for the Eajflem district of Kentucky 
was convened here to-day, Judge A. M.

Two criminal actions w*ere heard by 
Judge Cochran and If his decision is 
along the line of hi* comments on the 
case yesterday, it will prove a very 
far reaching one, and may result in the 
liberating of Innumerable men who are 
confined In the penitentiary on the 
charge of breaking into bonded ware¬ 
houses.

The Russian Lion has his own 
way of taking a rest. What that some¬ 
thing elee will be Hackenschmldt ts r.ot 
yet able to explain, but he Indicated ll»« 
general Unee on which his plans will be 
made. "I'm tired of showing.” he said. 
“Don’t understand for u moment that I’m 
tired of my art. What begins to make 
mo weary Is the Incessant pressure of en¬ 
gagements. People see me and think 
what a fine life I have. But tner don’t 
know what It Is to get up every morning 
and face a round of contracts that take 
me to all parts of London, with little 
chance for a meal or a moment’s rest till 
T go homo nt night. It Isn’t wrestling 
that I'm tired of. I \hail simply give 
up the music hall part of my life, and 
devote myself to a scheme that has been 
in process of formation for some time. 

“P refer to a side of physical culture 
that hns been much neglected. In fa^i, 1 
muy describe my system as tho only sjfc- 
t#-m And In explaining my idea to the 
public I think I shall be doing them bor- 
ter service than I would by going on with 
show work. I don't wish to quurrel with 
any other system of culture. I would 
merely .iak nt the present moment why 
is it that the people who usually advo¬ 
cate those Bystems do not use them per¬ 
sonally? 

“I have rr-’eived u tempting offer from 
America, but l don't think I shall accept 
It. It would be such a long Journey, es¬ 
pecially ns I have plenty of work on hand 
Physically I am In /is fine n condition os 
ever. The doctor says that my heart nnd 
lungs ar«* simply splendid. No, I feel that 
I nm entitled to a rest. 

“Tn no way can I camplaln,” he repll-d.

I've been able to command a large salary. 
A man who is clever at his work always 
can Of course, other people have made 
money by me. I can fill a music ball 
wherever I go. and I will say that the 
managers have been most kind to me.” 


P RACTICALLY all of the bl^ league 
teams are in the South now, and 
from this time on reports from 
the training grounds will be full 
of Interest for those fans who follow their 
favorites of the two major organization. 
Every baseball enthusiast has a "win¬ 
ner” In both the National and American 
Leagues, and the development of the 
teams is watched very closely in that 
period which the big fellows have all 
to themselves. Just as soon as the 
minors get busy Interest will shift, and 
each fan will settle down t 6 a season 
of sport with his own particular club, 
although his eye is always open for 
whatever is doing in baseball In every 
league In the country. 

Chicago, New York and Pittsburg are 
again the favorites in the National race, 
with the Cubs having the greatest fol¬ 
lowing. The phenomenal record of this 
team lost year, when It outclassed the 
others of the league, is still fresh In the 
minds of the fans, who cannot figure how 
either of the other clubs mentioned has 
a chance. Mr. Murphy’s club is evident¬ 
ly Just as strong as it was a year ago, 
and there Is every reason to believe that 
it wdll come back with another year of 
beautiful baseball work from start to 
finish. 

It Is cc'rtain that McGr&w of New York 
will make a great effort to regain the 
laurels lost to the Cubs last year, and. 
Indeed, no expense has been spared to 
make the Giants again champions of the 
world. It was evident last season that 
too many old ones were on the roster, 
and McGraw, although still sticking to a 
number of his veterans. Is attempting to 
Infuse new life into the play. DonJin’s 
absence in 1906 unquestionably had much 
to do with the slump of the Giants, for 
me hitting of the good-natured Irish¬ 
man did a whole lot toward Winning two 
championships for McGrow- the year be¬ 
fore. These hits brought In many a win¬ 
ning run. and the lack of them In 1906 
Is believed by many fans to be entirely 
responsible for the loss of the champion¬ 
ship of that year. 

Mattbew-son. too. was not right, and 
altogether the Giants fell far short of 
what hod been expected of them by their 
big following of 1905. It is tin night that 
tne wonderful pitcher will be In ton-notch 
form again this summer, and McGrow Is 
Indeed relying on him to help place the 
Giants back at tne head of the list. With 
Donlln signed, Matthewson pitching 

S >od ball, and with a second baseman 
at can do a lltt e hitting, it looks at 
this distance as If New York should be 
strictly In the fight. 

Chicago, of course. Is the favorite, and 
New York must do w-onderfullv well to 
have a fighting chance with the array 
that Chance will put in the field. But 
McGrow has a way of getting work out 
of men. and If his team gets to hitting, 
there may he things doing In the Na¬ 
tional race before the first month hds 
passed. 

• • • 

Nobody knows anything about the 
American League contest, for the teams 
are much the same as those of last year, 
Comlskey has gone to Mexico writh the 
Sox. and will come back with everybody 
In good humor and fit for the battle of 
their lives. Before leaving, the Sox 
ow*ner stated (not confidentially) that 
his team w*ou!d win tho nennant. and, of 
course. South Chicago runs believe he 
Is absolutely right; but tho enthusiasts 
of seven other cl ties of that circuit have 
arguments which would Incline one to 
believe that seven other teams will be 
ahead of the Sox when the season ends. 

Philadelphia, Cleveland and New York 
are again very fast In the field, strong 
In the pitching department and well sup¬ 
plied with hitters, while Detroit is 
thought by many dopBters to have an 
excellent chance to nose well up Into the 
first division. Joe Cantillun lias quite ft 
list of ball players on his Washington 
books, and It Is safe to say thnt the 
former Milwaukee manager will get more 
out of them than was produced by other 
managers during the season or 1906. 
McAleer is again promising to be In the 
running, and the same can be said of 
the Boston club, although neither seems 
to have the strength to hist through a 
hard fight, such as that of last year. 

Many of the big league players are 
holding back for Increased salaries, and 
among these fellows who will not sign 
are several of the best men In their re¬ 
spective organizations. It Is probable 
that they wrill come to terms before the 
season opens, although their respective 
managers hnve stated thnt the salaries 
demanded will not be pAld. As In the 
minor league, a policy of retrenchment 
has been Inaugurated, nnd the season will 
probably see much trouble between play¬ 
ers and management 
• • • 

In the association everything points to 
a successful year, and the fight prom¬ 
ises to be very close* Although few of 
the teams are as yet determined, the 
funs of each city ore already figuring out 
the chances of their favorites, nnd have 
about decided Just who will win the 
championship of 1907. 

On paper Columbus unquestionably 
looks the best, for the champions have a 
very formidable Une-up to put In the 
field. Clymer has been working all prin¬ 
ter on his next team, and he has been 
clever enough to pull oif a number of 
dc«Js that have helped his team won¬ 
derfully. During the post few days Kan¬ 
sas City has come along with a Jump and 
a bound, and It now seems as If (he Blue 
Logs might get Into the running. Krue¬ 
ger. Burke and McBride ore three pretty 
fast men for the infield, and it appears 
that Tebeau wrill really have a good club 
In Kawvllle. 

Watty at Indianapolis 's promising 
Hoosier fans a first division club, and 
the veteran manager apj>earR sparing no 
expenses to put his team In condition for 
a battle royal on the diamond. He cer¬ 
tainly has all kinds of material from 
which to choose, but It Is possible that, 
as In years past, Watty is getting too 
many players of mediocre nbillty, rather 
than three or four who can crack the 
ball In the nose to the tune of about 
.900 in the shade. 

Armour, too. at Toledo, Is landing them 
right and left, and Is going to the field 
with a clever team, much the sam** as 
that of last year. The Hens will play 
fast, heady bnll, and should mnke things 
hum for a while, alth-nigh fans gener¬ 
ally are suspicious of them, since the 
slump after the magnificent start of lust 
season. 

Jock Doyle will have many of Joe Can- 
tnion’s Milwaukee team of 19TF,. and that 
crowd is always good when properly han¬ 
dled. Joe wns the best man In the world 
at piloting such a team, and It is very 
much to be doubted whether Doyle con 
do the work ns cleverly. If he ran, thu 
Brewers will surely win a lot of gumrs. 
nnd will bull their way through many a 
contest, where they really haven't o 
chance.

Jack 
Doyle, manager of the Milwaukee club, 
has had considerable experience along 
these lines the past month, as he has 
been sitting down waiting to see what 
players can be had to fill out the Brow¬ 
ers for 1907, while the fans are howling 
because the club management can give 
out no definite information. “The plan 
is 'all wrong.” said Jack In discussing 
the matter. “The big league fellows have 
n monopoly of all the players and the lit- 
fellows must howl their heads off to get 
a man. There is nothing fair about It. 
They take our players at a set price and 
then if they do not suit they sell them 
back to us at a higher figure, so thnt 
they eftnnnt lose. Thoy g*>t us going and 
coming. We would like to announce our 
msike-up, hut cannot, because we do nor 
know what players we will be - allowed 
to buy. The drafting from national 
agreement clubs should b> limited and 
the majors should be compiled to cut 
down their'number of players to say 
twenty by the first of the year. Thnt 
would give the big minor league elubn 
a chance to know where they are at.”

CREA TORE’S MEN ARRIVE IN 
LOUISVILLE FOR WEEK. 


BANDMASTER WILL REST UP. 


J. R. Terhune, assistant to the general 
menngef of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, wired iaat evening to Charles 
Smith, local manager of the company, as 
follows ( 

"Ypu aro authorised to arrange for tho 
wire connection with the Oreater Louls- 
vllle Exposition as proposed In your in¬ 
dorsement of the 7th instant. In order 
that the exposition may h* otartod by sig¬ 
nal from Washington. By order of the 
general manager. This includes a wire to 
the exposition building.** 

It has been the wish of the exposition 
officials that all Kentuckian* of promi¬ 
nence In Washington on March 13 bo 
among the party which will surround 
President Roosevelt whon the button re¬ 
ceives the touch of the presidential finger, 
sotting the exposition In motion. Commie- 
■loner of Internal Revenue John W. 
Yorkes was asked several days ago to 
take charge of the Washington end of the 
exercises In connection with William II. 
Loeb, secretary to President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Ycrkcs accepted the care of the re¬ 
ception as follows: 

**I received your letter of February 27 
with regard to representing the Board 
or Directors of t!>e Exposition on March 
13. when President Roosevelt touches the 
button. I thank the bourd for the honor 
and will servo. 

“I will submit the whole matter to Mr. 
•Loeb, and will look around as to tho Ken¬ 
tuckian# in town on tho lHth to whom in¬ 
vitations should be extended.”

The first telegraph In Persia, erected 
about forty-five years ago, was vigorously 
opposed by the priests as subversive of 
religion and the Interests of the Mat*. 
Opposition was overcome, and the class 
Which then restated now use the telegraph 
with complacent Indifference. In 1&52 a tel¬ 
egraph line from India, to England, through 
Persia. Russia and Germany was com¬ 
pleted and began working on January 1, 
1870. Some telegraphing had previously 
been carried on over a line through the 
Euphrates Valley; but this was not sat¬ 
isfactory, because of errors, delays and 
Interruptions. It Ik still uscmJ occasionally, 
but through Turkey it cannot be depend¬ 
ed upon. 

The father of tho late Shah on Decem¬ 
ber 6. VHH, granted the then minister for 
foreign affairs a concession for electric 
lighting, telephones, phonographs and the 
application of electricity to Industrial pur¬ 
poses in the whole of lH»rsla, with monop¬ 
oly for sixty years. This concession was 
transferred to Dr. W. W. Torrence, an 
American, but for warn of means has not 
been put Into execution. To protect tha 
concession two or three wires have been 
kept in a workable state and are In use.

The final arrangements for the dedica¬ 
tion of the exposition, which are under 
tha personal supervision of A. T. Macdon¬ 
ald, president of the Greater Louisville 
Exposition Company, have not yet beeu 
completed, owing to the wish of Mr. Mac¬ 
donald to # crowd as much of Importance 
os possible into the short time wffich has 
been set apart for the dedication. 

The wire to Washington will he at¬ 
tached In nil likelihood to some gong, or 
to a connection with the Illuminating sys¬ 
tem in the exposition building. It Is most 
likely that the bell will be used, as tho 
ceremony is to take place In the after¬ 
noon. but this will not Interfere with the 
evening portion of the programme, which 
will be looked after by R. S. Brown, direc¬ 
tor of exploitation for the Exposition 
Company. Red nnd green lights will be 
burned during the evening of March 18, 
and no one will be Allowed to escape the 
knowledge that the Greater Louisville 
Exposition has reached full maturity at 
that time.

AH Oriental Ilf© po^soaues charm* for 
tike student; That of Persia Is of especial 
interest. While apparently cast In molds 
of Immemorial usoge. It Is more plastic 
and mobile than that of other Eastern 
countries The Pension Is vivacious and 
mercurial, and has not that aversion to 
’OlLOJige, as such, so marked In tha Chi¬ 
nese or Hindoo. Physically and mentally 
the Persian Is Caucasian. His complex! »n 
Is dark; his hair is chestnut and never 
curly; the beard thick. Ills head Is oval; 
the forehead moderately high, flattened 
hound the temples; the eyes light brown, 
the chocks fleshy, without redness; tho 
Ups thin and the chin narrow. He Is of 
ItKle more than medium elite. Persian* 
resemble European*, or rather LntUis, 
more than do other Asiatics. 

Tins Persian mounts his horse from the 
right side; he writes from right to left. 
These seem rnilmportnnt or trifling char- 
acgeriirTlcs, but they Illustrate the differ¬ 
ence between the Ehst and West. 

A Persian of rank always keep* open 
house. In addition to frequent and sump- 
too us entertainments, a traveler of dis¬ 
tinction finds ©omforta-ble lodging In the 
chief houkes of a town or village. More, 
the poor can obtain a meal there. It may 
be merely bread and rice or n ragout; but 
when the poor man at the gate .isks he 
Is not refused. While many needy hesitate 
U> lag. in every place some are dependent 
* on charity, and they do not suffer Th© 
reason Is partly the Mohammedan relig¬ 
ion, which Inculcates charity to the fap.n- 
ful as a sure entrance to the realms of 
bliss.

BONAPARTE. CRASHES INTO CARRIAGE. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL EXPLAINS 
HIS RECENT OPINION. 


RESULT IS SATISFACTORY. 


Washington, March 11 .—South Caro¬ 
lina officials and others Interested in 
the attitude of the administration to¬ 
ward assisted immigration, temporarily 
at least, held conferences to-day with 
President Roosevelt and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bonaparte at the White House 
and with Secrutury Straus at the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor. The 
result of the conferences with the 
President and Mr. Bonaparte, accord¬ 
ing to the statements made by former 
Gov. HeywaTd and Commissioner of 
Immigration Watson, of South Caro¬ 
lina, was entirely satisfactory to all 
concerned. According to the explana¬ 
tions made by the Government of¬ 
ficials the new immigration law will 
not deprive the States of any rights 
conferred by any former laws which 
may not have been repealed or by 
the existing law. 

To-day’s conferences grew out of a 
request to that end made by Mr. Hey¬ 
ward. who, with Mr. Watson, is about 
to start for Europe to make an effort 
to secure the permanent establishment 
of the line of steamers which the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Company has 
been operating to Charleston, with a 
view to turning the tide of immigra¬ 
tion southward. The opinion of At¬ 
torney General Bonaparte^rendered last 
week on the immigration question they 
feared was calculated to upset their 
plans and the former Governor re¬ 
quested that all action in the .Attor¬ 
ney General's opinion be held In abey¬ 
ance until a meeting could be held. 
The President promptly granted the 
request for a conference. At the meet¬ 
ing to-day the entire matter was re¬ 
viewed ^carefully and Mr. Bonaparte 
explained the exact meaning of his 
opinion. 

"The result,” said Mr. Watson to¬ 
night, “is satisfactory to all. We do 
not feel that the movement for Im¬ 
migration to the South wiU be retard¬ 
ed in any way. as a result of the pres¬ 
ent attitude of the administration and 
it Is sure that the labor interests will 
not only not be injured in any way, 
but will be benefited.”

F.ddy is. and for a long time has been, 
Incapable of Intelligently conducting or 
receiving an account of her business 
and property and that the same is be¬ 
ing managed wholly by the defendants 
without giving a proper accounting 
thereof.”

S. Streeter, counsel fop Mrs. Eddy, but 
at its conclusion the lawyers refused to 
give any statemcr.it to the press. It 
was said, however, that no notices or 
subpoeriaes would be issued to-night or 
to-morrow. 

Mrs. Eddy sent her carriage this aft¬ 
ernoon for her counsel, former Con¬ 
gressman Henry M. Baker. Gen. Baker 
made a long call and on his return 
stated that he had discussed with Mrs. 
Eddy both personal and legal matters. 
H© said that she was in her usual 
health and spirits, and that while she 
was concerned about the pending pro¬ 
ceedings, he did not think they would 
have any injurious effect on her.

Washington. March 11 .—[Special.]— 
The appropriation of 50.000 marks by the 
German Government to encourage cot¬ 
ton-raising in the German colonies with 
a view of breaking this country’s 
monopoly is laughed at by experts. 
They say that the position of the 
United States as a cotton-producer Is 
in no wise endangered and that Ger¬ 
many for many years will be obliged 
to buy her cotton, or the greater part 
of it, from America. Great Britain, It 
is pointed out, has attempted to wrest 
the supremacy in cotton production 
from the United States, and has failed. 
Theodore H. Price, one of the best 
known cotton brokers, said that the 
realisation of the German plans was as 
far off as ever. Mr. Price added: 

“It has taken America 125 years to 
perfect its system for the production 
of cotton. It will probably take the 
Gorman colonies in Africa twice that 
time before they attain any Impor 
tajice ns producers of cotton. England 
has been at work on the same problem 
In India for the past seventy or eighty 
years, but the results even under the 
close supervision of the colonial author¬ 
ities of Great Britain have not serious¬ 
ly menaced America’s supremacy. And 
the demand for American cotton to-day 
promises to exceed the supply. 

"I should not be surprised to learn 
upon Investigation that the effort to 
subsidize cotton production in the 
German, colonies is some scheme sprung 
by men who have large tracts of land 
In Africa to sell. We are not unfa¬ 
miliar with such methods. 

’’The fact underlying the whole sit¬ 
uation is that the world's demand for 
cotton is expanding fir more rapidly 
than the world's supply."

Blended Whisky. 

Senator McCumber, of North Dako¬ 
ta, whose work for pure food legisbv- 
tion had much to do with putting that 
measure through Congress, spjko to th© 
President to-day about th© reported In 
terprotation that has been put upon 
the blending of whiskies by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. The President 
will have a further talk with Senator 
McCumber. 

’’The makers of the law intended 
that any two whiskies could be blend¬ 
ed, but it was not Intended that neu¬ 
tral spirits could be blended with whis¬ 
kies,” said Mr. McCumber. ‘The In¬ 
terpretation by the department seems 
to be the wrong one. and I thought I 
would take it up with th© President 
before the enforcement of the law be* 
gins.”

At certain terminals there ore pro¬ 
vided dormitories in public buildings 
where the clerks may stay If they see 
fit to do so, but these are open to the 
negro clerks as well as the white and 
the department does not see wherein 
it hn^ any province in the matter.

FIRST NOTES UNREDEEMED. 


BAD INDIAN. 

[Springfield Republican ] 

There Is a good deal of fraud under 
animal bounty laws. The clerk of Clark 
county. In Wisconsin, has been imposed 
upon by an Ingenious bad Indian living 
near Chippewa Falls. Th© State pays $2i 
a pair for wolf cars. The Indian desired 
money for firewater or other purposes, 
nnd so procured five pairs of wolf ears, 
for which the county clerk gave him an 
order for $100. But that Indian Is to be 
arrested. The clerk discovered a striking 
resemblance In the size and color of the 
ears, and examination revealed that they 
were all made out of a single wolf skin, 
ingeniously sewed together, with a piece 
of cardboard between to maintain the 
ttiffi.fei jt the counterfeit eaia.

Some half dozen men in this country 
make a specialty of collecting the dif¬ 
ferent varieties of United States paper 
money. Chief among them are H. R. 
D row no and G. H. Blake, of New York, 
who Jointly produced the paper on the 
history of paper money in the United 
States recently road by Mr. Drown© 
at a meeting of the American Numis¬ 
matic and Archaeological Society. Mr. 
Blake exhibited at the same time Lhe 
bills referred to in the paper. 

Among the United mates issues of 
paper money first canw the demand 
notes, which gave rise to the name of 
greenbacks. Congress on July 17, 1861. 
authorized an issue of piper money of 
the denomination** of five, ten and 
twenty dollars, of which $C‘,C30,000 went 
at once into circulation. 

These notes were made payable in 
New York. Philadelphia, Boston, Cin¬ 
cinnati and St. Louis, the Idea being to 
distribute the redemption as much as 
possible and not to embarrass any one 
particular place. The subsequent is¬ 
sues were all made payable in Now 
York alone. 

Demand notes were issued for a 
period of leiss than eight months, for by 
act of Oongreso of February 25, 1862. 
a new issue, the first of the legal ten¬ 
der notes, was authorized In denomina¬ 
tions of $5, $10, $ 20 . $50, $IC0, $500 and 
$1,000. Fifty mill.on dollars of the n w 
no ©3 were used t:> take up the demand 
notes, and they soon disappeared from 
circulation. 

The records now show that only a 
little more than $50,<X50 of these notes 
remain to bo redeemed, and It Is be¬ 
lieved that not more than $ 1 ,CC 0 worth 
are still in existence. The other notes, 
it is supposed, are either destroyed or 
lost. 

The designs of the greenbacks were 
elaborate. The five dollar bill shows 
the portrait of Ah-xonrlor Hamilton ait 
the right, while on the left is a female 
figure representing America, after 
Crawford’s statue now on the dome of 
the Caplto). The reverse shows* the fig¬ 
ure “5“ within a circle at either end. 
with large letters spelling "Five" In 
the center. The rest of the surface of 
the bill Is covered with little “5s.” 

The ten-dollar bill has Lincoln’s por¬ 
trait to the left, with a female repre¬ 
sentation of art to the right. The re¬ 
verse shows a long band running 
through the center of the bill on which 
Is “United States of America." Back 
of this. In size almost two-thirds of 
the width of the bill. Is a large * X,” at 
either side being the numerals “lO" In 
figures of equal size. All the rest of 
the bill is in green and covered with 
minute "Xs," while at either end is a 
semicircle made up of the word "Ten," 
which runs from one comer to th© 
other. • 

The twenty-dollar bill shows in the 
center of the obverse the figure of 
Liberty, with sw’ord and chield, the 
Capitol being in the background. At 
either side of the figure of Liberty are 
large numerals. ”2” and ”0.” In green. 
The back is all green, and on the sur¬ 
face are sprinkled tiny ” 20 s.” In the 
center, within a circle, is "United States 
of America,” with a large "20“ within. 

The demand notes were printed by 
the American Bank Note Company, and 
each bill was signed in pen and Ink by 
two persons. 

AJ1 the denominations of these notes 
are now extermely scarce, particularly 
the ten and twenty-dollar notes. They 
are nil held at a premium by paper 
money collectors, especially when in 
fine condition. There w’ere at least fif¬ 
teen varieties, counting the bills made 
payable in the different cities, and 
some of these bills rank In rarity with 
the rarest of the postage stamps. 

The first issue of legal tender notes 
is scarce, but not so rare as some more 
recent issues. These notes had the sume 
obverse as the demand notes, but bore 
a different reverse. One variety Showed 
that the 'bill could bo convertible Into 
United States 6 per cent, twenty-year 
bonds, while the other variety was re¬ 
ceivable In payment of all dues, public 
and private, except customs and inter¬ 
est on the public debt. 

The second Issue of legal tender 
notes was authorized by the act of 
July 11, 1862, and consisted of tw’o 
denominations, on© and two dollars, the 
first United States bills of small de¬ 
nominations. The one-dollar note bore 
the portrait of Salmon P. Chase, Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury, while the two* 
dollar note had that of Hamilton. 

This series indicated that the Issue of 
three-dollar bills was contemplated. In 
the center of the obverse of the one- 
dollar note is a circle of lathework In 
green. Within this, with the figures 
ranged one above the other, aro "l.” 
2” and "3.” On the one-dollar note 
Is shown the ”1" on a white back¬ 
ground, the other two figures backed 
by green. Tho two-dollar bill has the 
figure '' 2 ” on a white background, 
w’hlle the other two figures are in 
green. 

But the three dollar bill never ma.de 
Its appearance. A bill of this denomina¬ 
tion was engraved nnd proofs taken, 
but the Treasury Department was ad¬ 
vised that such a denomination was 
not needed. 

These bills ore not so scarce as other 
issues, as at the time of their first ap- 
penranc© they were regarded as curi¬ 
osities, and many persons laid speci¬ 
mens away, and they exist In perfectly 
crisp condition. 

The third issue of legal tenders in 
1S63 Included denominations of $ 5 , $ 10 , 
$20, $50. $100. $500 and $1,000, While the 
fourth of 1869 embraced the same de¬ 
nominations with the addition of the 
one, two and $10,000 bills. Of this 
series the one dollar bill is regarded as 
the handsomest printed up to that 
time. It had in the center of the ob¬ 
verse the same portrait of Washington 
that la now used on the twenty dollar 
gold certificate. The two dollar bill 
showed a fine representation of the 
Capitol. 

Only one legal tender bill of the de¬ 
nomination of $ 10,000 W'as ever issued, 
and that specimen is now in the 
Treasury Department at Washington. 

All of the fourth Issue of notes of 
1869 are rare. Of these bills and the 
subsequent one and two dollar issues 
those which are scarcest are the 1869 
reissues, signed by Allison and New: 
1875. Allison and Wyman; 1880, Rose- 
era ns nnd Huston; 1880, Rosecr.ms 
and Nebeker; 1880, Scofield and Gil- 
flllan; 1886. the silver notes bearing the 
portrait of Martha Washington. 

The scarcity of such bills is indicat¬ 
ed by the fact that men w’ho handle 
millions of dollars in paper money 
every year and who are on the look¬ 
out for desirable specimens of these 
rarities rarely come cross one of them. 

Other bills scarce when In fine condi¬ 
tion are those bearing the portraits 
of Hancock and Windom. and the coin 
notes of 1890, which allow the Secre¬ 
tary of the Tre.-usury In his discretion 
to redeem the notes in . gold or silver 
and which show the portraits of Stan¬ 
ton and McPherson. 

Collectors are glad to get notes of 
low numbers, and place great store by 
these. In one of lhe big collections 
are shown several notes Nos. 1 and 2 
and quite a num ber under fifty.

FEDERAL COURT SITS. 


IMPAJIFLING OF ORAND AND 
PETIT JURIES TO-DAY. 


Most of Cases Have To Do With Al¬ 
leged Internal Revenue Law 
Violations—Smith Case. 


ESTATE BEQUEATHED CHURCH, 


Two deeds, apparently indicating the 
property Mrs. Virginia M. Sale received 
in her recent settlement with the estate 
of her father. Capt. Daniel G. Parr, were 
put to record yeuterdoy in the County 
Clerk’s office. Capt. Parr left by far the 
larger portion of his estate, worth about 
$1,WO.000, for the establishment of a re¬ 
treat for old w.unen to be known a* Parr's 
Rc*st. and also several substantial be¬ 
quests to other charities. Most of the 
property left his three children was mere¬ 
ly for life. 

It w-ns this feature of her faher's will 
to which Mrs. Sale so seriously objeoed. 
and through her attorneys, Col. Bennett 
H. Young, Charles Bronston and William 
Marshall Bullitt, threatened to contest 
tho Instrument and have It set aside As 
the result negotiations were conducted 
covering a period of two years and only 
about a month ago a settlement w*ns 
reached by which Mrs. Sale Is alleged to 
have abandoned her Intention of contest¬ 
ing her father's will. 

At the time, however, counsel on both 
sides refused to divulge the terms of tho 
settlement. Yesterday's two deeds do not 
indicate positively that the property men¬ 
tioned by them is all that entered into 
the transaction, but such is the Inference. 
Both papers are dated January IS. 1SU3. 

It was announced some days ago that 
Mrs. Sale had discovered among the old 
papers of her fairer a will later than the 
on** by which he merely gave his children 
life interests In a part of his estate and 
left the rest of it for Parr's lies* and 
other charities. In this will, it Is averred. 
Capt. Parr left his total property abso¬ 
lutely to his children. C. B. Seymour, 
together with Mr. Bronston. Is repre¬ 
senting Mrs. Sale. When askrd about the 
mutter yesterday Mr. Seymour stated that 
the Allng Of the deeds conveying tho prop¬ 
erty to Mrs. Sale had no significance 
whatever in connection with the discovery 
of the other will. 

• • • 

May Not Tender New Will. 


”1 will my/’ said Mr. Seymour, ‘'that 
It has not been determined whether the 
paper recently dlrcUVered will be tendered 
for probate. It has no connection what¬ 
ever with the settlement recently com¬ 
pleted. The deeds that have Just been 
filed were executed In January, long be¬ 
fore the discovery of the paper." 

By one of the paragraphs of his wll 
Capt. Parr left to Mrs. Sale his residence 
property at 408 West Chestnut street, w th 
the remainder at her death to the Home 
for Friend less Women. It was further 
provided that In the event the Home far 
Friendless Women for any reason failed 
to take it over at that time It should go 
into the fund for the maintenance of 
Parr's Rest. 

One deed shows that Mrs. Sale has paki 
the Home for Friendless Women $8.00 > in 
cash, for which she receives absolute 
title to the house at 408 West Chestnut 
street. This property is now worth up¬ 
wards of $25,000. 

By another clause of Capt. Parr’s will 
Mrs. Sale and her children were given 
a life estate in the Daniel G. Parr block 
at 62L' and 624 Fourth avenue, while the 
remainder was conferred upon the Louis¬ 
ville Baptist Orphans* Home. This In¬ 
stitution conveys the property absolutely 
to Mrs. Sale for what Is termed in the 
deed as "good and valuable conaidera- 
lon.”

The most of these coses are dis¬ 
posed of rapidly, the persons either 
pleading guilty or it taking but a few 
minutes in which to try the cases. 

The case of William B. Smith, charged 
With making false entries for the pur¬ 
pose of securing funds from the Western 
National Bank, of which he was then 
president, will not likely be culled before 
to-morrow. Judge Du Relle. United 
States District Attorney, said yesterday 
that he hardly thought that the case 
Would be reached to-day.

In an 
action by the administrator of L. on the 
policy, P. testified that he paid the pre¬ 
mium for L. The company had a rule 
that "when an agent delivered a policy 
without collecting the premium he was 
liable to a penalty In an amount equal to 
the premium." The court Instructed the 
Jury that. If while the policy was In the 
possesion of L. the premium was paid by 
P. and was accepted by the compuny as 
the premium on the policy the Jury should 
find for tiie plaintiff, but If P. made the 
payment as a penalty duo from him «to 
the company, and not as a payment of 
the premium they should find for the de¬ 
fendant. The Jury found for the plaintiff. 
Held—That the instructions were proper 
and the verdict was authorized under the 
evidence.
